The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  President  made  the  following  address  : 

Members  of  the  School  Board  of  1893 : 

Allow  me  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  the  honor 
you  have  done  me  in  electing  me  to  preside  over  your 
councils  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  assure  you  that  I 
esteem  it  a  very  great  honor. 

One  of  the  first  citizens  of  Boston  has  said  that  he 
considers  a  position  upon  the  School  Board  the  most 
important  in  public  affairs.  I  have  a  letter  of  similar 
import  from  another  great  Bostonian,  whose  name  is 
loved  and  honored  all  over  the  world.  In  their  earnest- 
ness and  in  their  enthusiasm  it  may  seem  to  some  that 
they  have  overestimated  the  importance  of  the  position ; 
but  underneath  their  words  there  certainly  is  a  very  deep 
meaning.  The  men  and  women  who  are  called  upon  to 
care  for  the  interests  of  the  children  of  a  great  city  are 
called  upon  to  assume  a  very  sacred  trust ;  and  upon  the 
care  with  which  they  perform  their  duty  will  depend  the 
weal  or  woe  of  vast  multitudes. 

It  has  not  been  the  custom  in  the  past  for  the  presiding 
officer  of  this  Board  to  make  any  very  extended  opening 
address,  —  inasmuch  as  two-thirds  of  the  members  hold 
over  from  year  to  year,  and  especially  it  would  not  be 
necessary  this  year,  when  almost  every  member  of  the 
Board  is  more  or  less  familiar  with  the  duties  which  will 
devolve  upon  them  here. 

But  I  cannot  help  saying  we  open  the  new  year  under 
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very  favorable  conditions.  Our  City  Council  for  the 
past  four  years  has  been  generous  —  especially  in  the 
matter  of  new  buildings  ;  and  we  believe  they  will  be  so 
in  the  year  to  come.  During  the  past  four  years  the 
appropriations  for  school-house  sites,  new  school-houses, 
and  furnishing  have  amounted  to  over  two  million  dol- 
lars. Manual  training  in  the  second  class  of  the  Gram- 
mar grades  in  this  city  has  become  universal.  We  have 
fourteen  Manual  Training  shops  open  for  the  boys  and 
thirteen  Cooking  Schools  for  the  girls.  The  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School,  for  which  we  have  waited  so  long,  is 
now  well  under  way,  and  we  trust  we  shall  be  able  to 
open  it  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year,  in 
September.  The  Parental  School  for  boys  we  trust  will 
also  be  ready  at  the  same  time.  The  money  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  Parental  School  for  girls,  and  we 
trust  that  a  site  will  be  selected  at  an  early  date. 

As  we  now  face  the  future,  there  are  at  least  three 
things  which  I  think  will  demand  our  earnest  attention. 
The  first  is  the  best  system  of  manual  training  for  the 
lower  Grammar  grades.  We  are  experimenting  in  va- 
rious ways  in  the  different  schools.  All  of  the  methods 
have  merit,  and  it  will  be  for  you  to  determine,  at  a 
very  early  date,  which  is  the  best  of  these,  considering 
them  both  educationally  and  practically.  The  second 
matter  which  will  demand  the  thought  of  this  Board,  I 
think,  is  the  subject  of  drawing,  and  in  this  time  of 
change  I  know  it  is  the  desire  of  every  one  of  us  only 
to  have  that  which  is  best.  The  third  matter  which  I 
think  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  School  Board 
are  the  necessities  of  our  Normal  School,  which  cannot 
be  delayed  any  longer  with  safety.  This  matter  has 
been  treated  somewhat  at  length  in  the  last  Annual  Re- 
port,   which   is   now  in  the   hands  of  the  printer,   and 
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which  we  trust  will  be  ready  next  week,  and  I  would 
like  here  to  ask  the  members  of  the  Board  to  give  at 
least  this  section  of  the  report  their  careful  consideration. 
So  many  of  our  teachers  come  from  our  Normal  School, 
that  anything  which  interferes  with  its  equipment  is  a 
very  serious  matter. 

I  confess  that  I  enter,  even  for  a  short  time,  upon  the 
duties  of  this  office  with  very  great  misgivings.  I  can- 
not expect  to  equal  my  predecessor,  whose  long  service 
and  whose  familiarity  with  every  precedent  and  every 
rule  made  his  services  here  so  invaluable  ;  but  I  am  very 
glad  to  be  able  to  look  around  here  to-night  in  the  face 
of  every  one  and  say  that  during  these  four  years  no  one 
of  you  has  ever  spoken  to  me  an  unkind,  a  hasty,  or  an 
ill-advised  word,  and  I  have  enough  confidence  in  you 
to  know  that  I  shall  receive,  during  the  months  that  re- 
main, the  same  courtesy  and  the  same  consideration. 

I  do  not  believe  that  our  fellow-citizens  fully  realize 
the  sacrifices  that  are  made  by  most  of  those  who  accept 
positions  in  this  Board.  Every  one  who  does  his  duty 
here  must  give,  on  an  average,  frOm  one  to  three  hours 
a  day  to  this  service,  and  some  will  be  required  to  give 
even  more  than  that.  .  I  confess  that  when  I  remember 
the  sacrifices  which  many  of  you  have  made,  — sacrifices 
of  time  and  sacrifices  of  money,  —  I  have  the  most  pro- 
found respect  for  your  fidelity.  I  wish  this  was  the 
time  and  place  for  me  to  give  some  illustration  of  things 
that  I  know.  This  is  not  the  time,  but  I  hope  on  some 
occasion  I  may  be  able  to  do  it. 

I  beg  to  assure  you  that  I  do  appreciate  the  honor 
and  responsibility  of  presiding  over  a  board  where  I 
have  seen  so  little  selfishness,  where  I  have  seldom  seen 
any  personal  considerations  thought  of,  where  politics 
has  never  entered,  and  where  for  the  most  part  charac- 
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ter  and  fitness  are  the  only  test  for  appointments  when 
vacancies  occur. 

Boston  is  proud  of  her  public  schools,  and  she  has  a 
right  to  be  ;  Boston  is  generous  with  her  public  schools, 
and  she  ought  to  be,  for  her  citizens  know  that  next  to 
the  institutions  of  religion  her  greatest  safeguard  comes 
from  the  moral  and  intellectual  forces  which  centre 
in  her  schools.

Communication    To  the   Honorable  Board  of  the  School    Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  : 

Gentlemen:  We  the  undersigned  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  residing  in  the  district  which  is  known  as  the  Win- 
throp School  District,  respectfully  beg  to  submit  the  following  peti- 
tion for  your  kind  and  speedy  consideration : 

For  many  years  we  have  been  awaiting  an  action  of  your  hon- 
orable Board  in  regard  to  the  Winthrop  School.  It  could  not  pos- 
sibly have  escaped  your  notice  that  this  school  is  one  of  the  oldest 
school  buildings  in  the  city.  Its  ventilation  is  bad,  there  are  no 
closet  rooms,  and  on  rainy  days  the  wet  clothes  of  our  children 
hanging  in  the  hall-ways  exhale  unhealthy  vapors. 

In  case  of  fire  there  are,  as  ought  to  be  well  known  to  your  honor- 
able Board,  not  sufficient  provisions  for  exit. 

Of  late  Tremont  and  Eliot  streets  have  become  thoroughfares  of 
far  greater  importance  than  ever  before.  The  large  electric  cars, 
passing  in  opposite  directions,  cause  such  a  noise  that  even  when  the 
windows  are  but  slightly  opened  the  children  are  not  able  to  hear 
the  words  of  the  teacher.  The  din  of  the  noise  is  wearing  on  their 
nerves. 

The  whole  neighborhood  is,  finally,  in  a  moral  sense,  not  that 
what  the  region  of  a  girls'  school  ought  to  be.  It  is  with  forebod- 
ings of  evil  that  we  daily  send  our  daughters  to  that  school,  as 
dangers  of  all  kinds  are  lurking  around  them,  and  their  lives  are 
actually  jeopardized  in  that  vicinity. 

All  this  cannot  be  new  to  your  honorable  Board,  and  we  have 
been  patiently  waiting  that  you  in  your  wisdom  would  take  the  same 
proper  care  of  our  children  as  you  do  of  those  of  other  citizens ;  but 
thus  far  in  vain. 

If  the  building  of  a  new  school  in  a  better  vicinity  would  burden 
the  city  with  an  expense  which  at  present  it  may  be  unable  to  carry, 
we  would  be  willing  to  wait  and  abide  our  time. 

But  in  our  case  it  is  quite  different.  The  city  would  be  the 
gainer.  The  present  site  is  so  valuable  that  a  well  ventilated  and 
appointed  school-house  with  all  modern  improvements  could  be 
built  for  us  in  some  other  locality,  and  even  two  more  school  build- 
ngs  could  be  erected  from  the  proceeds  in  the  suburbs.  All  the 
expenses  would  be  covered  from  the  money  obtained  through  the 
sale  of  the  land  upon  which  the  Winthrop  School  stands. 

We  can  see  no  reason  why,  under  such  conditions,  our  children 
shall  suffer,  when  others  are  well  taken  care  of.  It  would  take  years 
before  the  march  of  improvement  would  have  made  this  school 
entirely  unnecessary;  but  then  why  should  we  wait  so  long  and  sub- 
mit our  girls  to  all  these  many  dangers  during  many  years. 
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We  therefore  petition  your  honorable  Board  respectfully  to  take 
our  needs  into  favorable  consideration,  and  to  take  prompt  action  at 
your  earliest  possible  convenience. 

The  good  will  which  the  School  Board  has  ever  shown  towards  the 
citizens  of  Boston  gives  us  hope  that  you  will  do  for  us  at  least  as 
much  as  you  have  done  for  the  taxpayers,  of  the   Dorchester,  the 
Jamaica  Plain,  and  other  districts.

education  in  this  city  by  the  death  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Phillips  Brooks. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  a  Boston  boy,  and  a  product  of  her 
public  schools.  He  entered  the  Latin  School  in  1846, 
where  he  was  fitted  for  Harvard  College  ;  and  he  was 
for  a  time  an  usher  in  the  school  before  he  began  his 
theological  studies.  From  the  time  of  his  return  to 
Boston  in  1869  until  his  death,  Mr.  Brooks's  interest  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town  was  active  and  un- 
failing. Even  in  the  busy  life  of  his  latest  days  he  found 
time  to  attend  the  recent  dedication  of  the  Robert  G. 
Shaw  School,  and  address  to  the  children  words  of 
wisdom  and  inspiration. 

At  the  celebration  of  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth  an- 
niversary of  the  foundation  of  the  Boston  Latin  School, 
in  April,  1885,  Mr.  Brooks  delivered  an  oration  which 
is  considered  one  of  the  most  memorable  of  his  lay  ad- 
dresses. In  his  peroration  he  said:  "We  commend 
this  school  to  the  great  wise  future,  to  the  needs  and 
capabilities  of  the  coming  generations,  to  the  care  of  the 
God  of  the  fathers,  who  will  be  the  God  of  the  children 
too.  With  the  same  kind  heart  and  with  yet  wiser 
hands  may  she  who  educated  us  educate  the  boys  of  Bos- 
ton for  centuries  to  come,  so  long  as  the  harbor  flashes 
in  the  sunlight  and  the  State  House  shines  upon  the 
hill." 
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But  it  was  not  to  his  own  school,  so  dear  to  him,  that 
Mr.  Brooks's  interest  alone  extended  ;  his  influence  and 
helpful  advice  were  freely  bestowed  for  the  general  ad- 
vancement of  public  education,  and  for  the  wise,  liberal, 
and  non-partisan  administration  of  the  public-school  sys- 
tem. And  the  committee  remember  with  gratitude  the  pro- 
found influence  for  good  upon  the  young  intrusted  to  their 
care,  which  the  example  and  noble  life  of  this  patriotic 
citizen  and  good  man  have  diffused  in  this  community.

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  report  that  on  Febru- 
ary 14  an  order  was  referred  to  them  that  the  rules  be  amended  so 
as  to  provide  that  the  salary  of  the  assistant  principal  of  the  Horace 
Mann  School  shall  be  established  at  a  minimum  rate  for  the  first 
year  of  service,  with  an  annual  increase  for  the  four  succeeding 
years,  so  that  a  maximum  rate  shall  be  reached  for  the  fifth  and 
each  subsequent  year  of  service ;  and  that  the  salaries  of  assistants 
in  that  school  shall  be  established  at  a  minimum  rate  for  the  first 
year  of  service,  with  an  annual  increase  during  the  succeeding  nine 
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years,  so  that  a  maximum  rate  shall  be  reached  for  the  tenth  and 
each  subsequent  year  of  service.  The  present  rules  recognize  the 
ranks  of  first  assistant  with  a  salary  of  $900;  and  of  assistants  with 
a  salary  of  $700  for  the  first  year  and  $800  for  the  second  and  sub- 
sequent years.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  the  rank  of  assistant 
principal  in  place  of  first  assistant,  with  a  five  years'  scale,  and  change 
the  salary  of  assistants  from  a  two  years'  scale  to  a  ten  years'  scale. 
Your  committee  are  in  favor  of  the  general  propositions  to  establish 
the  rank  of  assistant  principal,  and  to  extend  the  scale  of  salaries. 
The  only  change  they  suggest  is  to  provide  an  eight  years'  scale 
instead  of  a  ten  years'  scale  for  assistants.  This  matter  has  been 
very  carefully  considered  by  Miss  Fuller,  the  principal  of  the  Horace 
Mann  School,  and  by  the  committee  on  the  school,  who  are  strongly 
in  favor  of  the  measure.  This  committee  endorse  the  propositions, 
which  they  think  are  wise  and  desirable.  They  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

Mrs.  Fifield,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regit-  amendments  to 


lations,  presented  the  following  report: 

THe  present  Rules  and  Regulations  differ  very  much  from  the 
former  edition  issued  in  1888.  The  amendments  which  have  been 
adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  have  been  sent  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools  only,  and  as  no  provision  was  made  until  recently 
for  keeping  annotated  copies  which  could  be  consulted,  or  of  inform- 
ing teachers  of  the  amendments  passed  by  the  Board,  we  believe 
many  of  the  teachers  are  unfamiliar  with  the  present  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations. Your  committee  consider  it  desirable  at  this  time,  when 
the  revised  edition  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  has  recently  been 
issued  and  distributed,  that  the  special  attention  of  the  teachers 
should  be  called  to  that  part  of  Section  211  which  provides  that 
"  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  required  to  make  themselves 
familiar  with  these  regulations,  especially  with  such  as  relate  to 
their  individual  duties,  and  to  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  their 
own  schools,  and  are  also  required  to  see  that  the  Regulations  are 
faithfully  observed." 

The  Regulations  provide  (Section  194)  that  "the  printed  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  shall  be  sent  regularly  to  the  principals  of 
schools,  who  shall  consider  them  official  notices  of  the  action  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  governed  accordingly."  It  seems  to  us  wise 
to  urge  upon  the  principals  the  importance  of  reading  the  proceedings 


the  Rules  and 
Regulations. 
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of  the  Board,  and  of  observing  this  regulation.  To  send  special 
notices  to  principals  of  the  action  of  the  Board  on  matters  of  interest 
to  the  principals  and  teachers,  and  requiring  their  attention,  would  in- 
volve the  sending  of  a  very  large  number  of  circulars,  which  would  be 
inconvenvient  for  reference,  and  as  the  printed  proceedings  are  regu- 
larly sent,  special  notice  seems  unnecessary.  We  suggest  that  a  file  of 
the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  of  all  school  documents, 
should  be  kept  by  the  principals,  and  that  these  files  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  teachers.  For  convenience  in  filing  these  docu- 
ments suitable  covers  might  be  furnished  each  principal. 

The  Rules  provide  (Section  93)  as  follows  :  "It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  principals  of  schools  to  present  written  reports  to  the  commit- 
tee in  charge  on  all  teachers  appointed  on  probation  in  their  schools 
or  districts  before  the  end  of  the  year  of  probation  of  such  teachers." 
To  avoid  any  misunderstanding,  this  committee  recommend  that  the 
principals  be  informed  that  this  rule  is  now  in  effect,  and  that  they 
are  required  to  make  said  reports  in  the  cases  of  all  teachers  in  their 
schools  or  districts  who  have  not  been  confirmed. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  suggestions  presented  in  this 
report,  the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
orders : 

Ordered,  That  the  principals  of  schools  be  informed  that  they  are 
expected  to  read  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  School  Board,  and 
their  attention  is  called  to  that  part  of  Section  194  of  the  Regulations 
which  provides  that  "  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
sent  regularly  to  the  principals  of  schools,  who  shall  consider  them 
official  notices  of  the  action  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  governed  ac- 
cordingly." 

Ordered,  That  a  file  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Board  and 
of  the  school  documents  shall  be  kept  by  the  principals;  and  that 
said  files  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  teachers. 

Ordered,  That  principals  of  schools  be  directed  to  call  the  special 
attention  of  the  teachers  of  their  schools  or  districts  to  that  part  of 
Section  211  of  the  Regulations  which  provides  that  "All  teachers

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Mr.  Pettigrove,  for  the  same  committee,  submitted  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred  —  April 
25 —  an  order  that  a  new  Primary  School-house  be  erected  on 
Canterbury  and  Sharon  streets,  Roslindale,  in  the  Charles  Sumner 
District,  report  that  the  committee  feel  it  desirable  and  just  to  all 
parties  concerned,  in  consideration  of  the  existing  excitement  of  the 
people  of  that  section,  to  briefly  review  the  history  of  this  case.  In 
March,  1891,  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  submitted  a  report  on 
the  subject  of  school-houses,  sites,  and  new  school  buildings  (School 
Document  No.  7,  1891).  In  this  report  the  committee  recommended 
that  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,769.26  for  a  site,  and  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  a  Primary  School- 
house  of  four  rooms  on  the  corner  of  Canterbury  and  Sharon  streets, 
West  Roxbury.  The  City  Council  appropriated  the  money  for  the 
site,  and  the  lot  was  purchased  in  May,  1891.  No  appropriation  was 
made  for  the  building.  In  October,  1892,  the  School  Board  again 
urged  the  City  Council  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000  for  a 
six-room  Primary  School-house.  The  committee  stated  in  their 
report,  "This  section  is  growing  more  rapidly  than  almost  any  other 
portion  of  the  city.  We  have  resorted  to  various  expedients  to  care 
for  the  children  here,  and  this  fall  have  been  compelled  to  lease  two 
rooms  at  a  rental,  including  the  cost  of  fitting  up,  of  $1,800  a  year, 
and  these  will  make  provision  only  for  a  few  months.  By  the  time 
a  new  school  building  can  be  completed,  we  shall  have  children 
enough  to  fill  it.  The  land  for  this  building  was  also  bought  in  the 
spring  of  1891." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Board  now  asked  for  a  six-room  building 
instead  of  a  four-room  building  as  at  first  proposed,  on  account  of 
the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  that  section.  This  appropri- 
ation was  not  granted  by  the  City  Council.  In  November,  1892,  the 
Common  Council  passed  an  order  that  the  School  Committee  be 
requested  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Common  Council  "as  to  the 
expediency  of  establishing  a  Primary  and  Grammar  School  in  what 
is  known  as  the  Mount  Hope  and  Canterbury  District,  Ward  23, 
the  need  of  better  school  accommodations  in  that  section  having  long 
been  apparent  through  a  constantly  increasing  population."  The 
School  Committee  in  their  report  to  the  City  Council  stated  that 
"upon  the  request  of  the  School  Board  the  City  Council  granted  an 
appropriation  for  a  lot  of  land  in  that  section,  which  lot  was  pur- 
chased in  May,  1891.  In  October,  1892,  the  School  Board  requested 
the  City  Council  to  appropriate  the  sura  of  $40,000  for  a  new  build- 
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ing,  and  we  are  now  waiting  for  this  appropriation."  In  February, 
1893,  the  City  Council  were  again  requested  to  appropriate,  among 
other  amounts  for  school  sites  and  buildings,  the  sum  of  $40,000  for 
this  new  Primary  School  building.  We  are  still  waiting  for  the 
appropriation  which  was  originally  asked  for  two  years  ago,  and 
which  has  been  asked  for  twice  since. 

The  School  Board  realize  fully  the  great  necessity  for  this  build- 
ing, and  for  others  for  which  appropriations  have  been  asked  this 
year  and  last  year.  All  that  the  School  Board  has  the  power  to  do 
towards  meeting  the  just  demands  of  the  citizens  for  school  accom- 
modations has  been  done.  The  appropriation  of  the  money  for  these 
needed  buildings  must  come  from  the  City  Council,  and  we  hope  that 
our  requests  now  before  the  city  government  will  shortly  be  granted.

be  needed  for  other  purposes,  to  the  end  that  shrubs  and  flowers  may 
be  cultivated  therein."  The  Committee  on  School  Houses  of  that 
year,  to  whom  the  communication  had  been  presented,  reported  that 
the  proposition  "  would  be  very  desirable  for  many  obvious  reasons, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  its  educational  value.  The  providing  of 
plants  and  the  general  care  of  the  grounds  would  have  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common  and  Public  Grounds, 
and  as  he  is  an  officer  of  the  city  government,  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions must  be  given  by  the  City  Council."  On  the  recommendation 
of  that  committee  an  order  was  passed  by  the  School  Board  as 
follows:  "  Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  instruct 
the  Superintendent  of  Common  and  Public  Grounds  to  lay  out  such 
parts  of  the  school-yards  as  are  not  needed  for  other  purposes,  with 
plants,  and  provide  for  the  care  of  the  same."  This  order  was 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council,  and  so  far  as  we  are  informed 
nothing  further  was  done  in  the  matter. 
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If  the  City  Council  should  provide  for  the  matter  it  would  be  grat- 
ifying to  the  School  Board  and  to  the  teachers  and  pupils.  But  we 
do  not  think  this  matter  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  considered 
until  more  urgent  wants  are  attended  to.  With  the  imperative  de- 
mand for  school  accommodations  and  repairs  and  improvements  in 
school  buildings  (many  of  which  have  been  deferred  from  year  to 
year  on  account  of  insufficient  appropriations),  it  would  not  be  wise 
or  right  for  the  School  Board  to  endorse  such  a  proposition  at  the 
present  time.  We  consider  it  our  duty  to  urge  upon  the  City  Coun- 
cil that  the  first  consideration  in  granting  of  appropriations  should  be 
given  to  present  deficiencies,  such  as  new  school  buildings,  improve- 
ments in  sanitary  conditions  of  old  buildings,  needed  repairs  and 
cleaning  of  school-houses,  etc. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  City  Council  be  re- 
spectfully informed  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  prepare  the  grounds  around  the  school-houses  in  the  city 
of  Boston  for  the  reception  and  cultivation  of  plants,  and  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Common  and  Public  Grounds,  under  whose  direc- 
tion this  plan  would  be  carried  oat  if  it  should  be  attempted,  can  give 
much  better  information  as  to  the  expense,  we  have  not  attempted  to 
make  any  definite  reply  to  that  part  of  the  order  referring  to  the 
cost.

Examinations,  with  full  powers  ;  and  to  whom  was  referred  —  April  25 
—  an  order  that  the  Committee  on  Examinations  have  full  powers  to 
omit  not  over  two-thirds  of  the  written  examinations  for  this  year, 
report  that  so  far  as  the  latter  order  is  concerned,  this  committee  be- 
lieve they  now  have,  under  the  rules  and  regulations,  all  the  power 
the  order  contemplates,  and  no  action  on  such  order  is  necessary. 

The  committee  have  given  careful  attention  to  the  order  recom- 
mitted. It  seems  to  them  just  that  it  should  be  stated  that  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  committee  see  no  reason  to  change  their  con- 
victions expressed  in  their  former  report,  and  in  the  discussions 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  Board.  During  their  discussions  it 
became  apparent  that  this  matter  of  written  examinations  for  di- 
plomas for  this  year  must  be  settled  at  once,  as  the  time  for  the  first 
examination  in  June  is  set  for  June  6,  less  than  one  month  distant, 
and  the  preparation  of  questions  and  other  details  cannot  longer  be 
deferred,  if  there  are  to  be  written  diploma  examinations  this  year. 
By  investigation,  the  committee  find  that  the  number  of  examinations 
each  pupil  will  be  required  to  take  is  not  so  large  as  was  supposed. 
The  plan,  subjects,  and  times  of  the  diploma  examinations  for  this 
year  were  adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Examinations  last  fall,  and 
the  time  is  so  very  short  before  these  examinations  are  to  take  place, 
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and  the  end  of  the  school  year  so  near,  it  would  entail  much  labor 
to  devise  any  satisfactory  substitute  for  these  examinations.  In  view 
of  the  divided  opinions  expressed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  at 
the  last  meeting,  and  as  the  result  of  the  reconsideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, this  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  dis- 
pense with  the  diploma  examinations  this  year,  or  to  reduce  the 
number  of  such  examinations.  The  committee  are,  however,  of  the 
opinion  that  there  are  strong  and  conclusive  reasons  to  further  in- 
vestigate the  subject,  and  they  suggest  that  the  experiment  be  tried  ot 
dispensing  with  the  diploma  examinations  the  next  school  year.  By 
announcing  this  decision,  if  the  Board  approve  it,  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  school  year,  pupils  and  teachers  would  thoroughly 
understand  the  matter,  and  the  results  of  such  experiment  would  be 
clear  and  free  from  such  objections  as  might  be  urged  if  the  exami- 
nations were  dispensed  with  this  year.  The  committee  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  orders  :

the  request  of  the  School  Committee,  a  portion  of  the

Boston,  will  soon  become  available.     This  Board  is  well  aware  that 
a  plan  for  the  use  of  this  fund  was  made  some  years  ago  in  anticipa- 
tion  of  the  time  when  the  city  should  become  a  beneficiary.     As, 
however,  there  seems  to  be  a  purpose  to  reopen  this  matter,  this 
Board  respectfully  petitions  that,  if  any  change  is  to  be  made,  its 
claim   to  some    portion    of  this    fund  should  be    considered.     This 
matter  was  referred  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent  in  1886 
as  follows  :  "  In  view  of  Franklin's  early  life   and  later  career,  in 
view   of  his  special  interest  in  young  mechanics,  for  whose  benefit 
the  donation  was  made,  what  more  appropriate  use  could  be  made  of 
this  money  than  to  found  a  school   of  mechanic  arts?     What  public 
work  could  be  more  fittingly  dedicated  to  Franklin's  memory  than  a 
public   building   devoted    to    the    better  education    of    young   me- 
chanics?"    It  is  true  that  the  City  Council  have  already  generously 
made  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  our  new  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School,  corner  of  Belvidere  and  Dalton  streets,  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in   September.     But  an   additional   appropriation  of  $25,000 
will  be  needed  at  an  early  day  to  complete  the  building  as  originally 
planned,  and  to  give  the  needed  room  for  growth.     We  have  already 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $22,500  for  machinery  and  equipment, 
making  a  total  of  nearly  $50,000  needed  for  this  building.     Further- 
more, it  is  believed  that  in   a  short  time  this  one  school   will  not 
accommodate  all  the  young  men  who  will  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  its  opportunities.     We  shall  need  other  schools   of  a  similar  kind 
in  other  sections   of  the  city.     We  believe  nothing  could  be  done 
with   this    fund  more  useful  or  more  in  accord    with  the   spirit  of 
Franklin's  interest  in  young  mechanics  than  to   set  aside  one-half  or 
one-third  of  this  fund  for  mechanic  arts   schools.

The  attention  of  the  committee  has  been  recently  called 
to  this  rule,  the  extra  compensation  for  these  teachers 
not  having  been  determined.  Your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  an  amendment  of  the  rule  as  it  now 
stands  is  desirable,  and  this  opinion  is  concurred  in  by 
the  Committee  on  Salaries.  The  appropriation  must 
be  zealously  guarded,  and  all  propositions  requiring  an 
increase  in  the  present  expenses  most  carefully  consid- 
ered. While  possibly  the  extra  duties  required  of  second 
assistants  in  Primary  buildings  having  but  four  or  five 
teachers  may  be  small,  the  extra  duties  of  those  in 
buildino-s  containing  eight  teachers  or  more  (some  con- 
taining  from  twelve  to  fifteen  teachers)  are  unquestion- 
ably large  and  deserving  of  the  extra  compensation 
suggested  in  the  rule.     The  committee  believe  it  wise  to 
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restrict,  therefore,  this  extra  compensation  to  the  second 
assistants  in  buildings  having  eight  or  more  teachers, 
and  they  recommend  the  passage  of.  the  following 
order  :

The  committee  soon  found  that  in  order  to  make  any  intelligent 
recommendation  as  to  the  necessity  for  more  supervisors,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  investigate,  to  some  extent,  the  present  work  of  the 
supervisors.  Frequent  meetings  were  held,  and  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Supervisors  consulted.  As  a  result  of  their  investigations, 
the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  increase 
the  number  of  supervisors,  and  therefore  it  is  not  necessary  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  for  the  amendment  of  the  present  law.  The 
committee  might  close  their  report  at  this  place,  but  we  feel  it  to  be 
our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  one  important  subject. 
From  the  beginning  of  their  deliberations,  the  committee  were 
strongly  impressed  with  the  want  of  a  file  of  reports  recording  the 
results  of  earnest  and  thorough  investigations  of  the  many  subjects 
which  have  engrossed  the  time,  study,  and  thought  of  the  supervis- 
ors. There  is  no  plan  for  preserving  and  arranging  the  many  special 
reports  which  the  supervisors  have  been  called  upon  to  make  in 
response  to  votes  of  the  School  Board  and  to  requests  of  committees 
and  members,  of  the  School  Board. 
'  The  present  plan  with  regard  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  for  each  supervisor,  in  some  given  order,  to  prepare 
the  annual  report,  so  that  each  supervisor  would  prepare  this  report 
once  in  six  years.  It  might  happen  that  a  supervisor  might  serve 
four  years  and  not  prepare  an  annual  report.     Thus  it  appears  to  us 
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many  carefully  prepared  and  valuable  suggestions  and  information, 
which  the  individual  supervisors  might  annually  submit,  are  lost. 
There  seems  to  be  a  strong  feeling  against  giving  up  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Without  discussing  the  question, 
your  committee  believe  that  the  annual  report  might  remain,  and 
that  every  supervisor  be  required  to  make  an  annual  report  in  writ- 
ing which  should  be  printed  as  an  integral  part  of  this  annual 
report. 

But  these  individual  reports  are  not  enough  for  the  full  informa- 
tion concerning  the  schools  that  should  always  be  accessible.  The 
information  concerning  the  standing  of  each  teacher  is  now  ample 
and  easily  accessible ;  but  there  is  little  or  no  information  now  re- 
corded concerning  the  standing  of  the  classes  in  the  several  studies 
of  the  course.  Whether  history,  or  reading,  or  arithmetic,  or  geog- 
raphy, or  natural  history,  or  any  one  branch  be  well  taught  in  the 
several  classes  of  any  particular  school,  is  a  question  which  cannot 
be  answered  from  any  information  now  required  by  the  Regulations 
to  be  placed  on  record.  The  only  way  to  obtain  such  information 
now  is  to  consult  personally  the  individual  supervisors.  In  this  way 
recent  and  present  conditions  of  school  work  may  become  known ; 
but  information  concerning  the  past  condition  is  either  difficult  or 
impossible  to  obtain.  The  standing  of  each  class  in  each  branch  of 
study  from  year  to  year  ought  to  be  ascertainable  from  a  system  of 
reports  kept  on  file  as  systematically  as  are  the  reports  on  the  stand- 
ing of  the  individual  teachers.  Then  the  progress  and  improvement 
in  the  several  schools  could  be  estimated  upon  the  basis  of  accurate 
data  and  just  opinions  formed.  Accurate  and  detailed  information 
about  the  work  and  the  results  of  work  in  our  schools  is  highly  im- 
portant to  have.  The  supervisors  have  that  information,  and  are  in 
fact  gathering  it  all  the  time;  but  this  information,  being  only  in 
the  minds  of  supervisors,  must  soon  perish  for  want  of  a  proper 
system  of  reporting  and  recording  it. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order,  in 
which  they  have  embodied  their  suggestions : 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  amended  so  as  to  pro- 
vide 

(1)  That  every  supervisor  make  an  annual  report  in  writing, 
which  shall  be  printed  as  an  integral  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

(2)  That  every  supervisor  be  required  to  file  every  year,  reports 
as  follows  : 

(a)  A  separate  written  report  upon  every  school  or  school  district 
assigned  him,  this  report  to  show  results  of  all  the  inspection  and  of 
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all  the  examinations  he  has  given  in  the  school  during  the  year  then 
ended.  Particularly  should  the  results  of  the  examinations  be  given 
definitely  and  in  detail  for  the  information  of  other  supervisors  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  several  branches  of  study. 

(&)  A  separate  written  report  upon  the  branch  or  branches  of 
study  assigned  to  his  particular  supervision.  This  report  should  con- 
tain full  information  as  to  the  present  condition,  the  recent  progress, 
and  the  needed  improvements  in  the  teaching  and  in  the  results  of 
teaching  of  those  studies  in  all  the  schools  visited  by  him  or  reported 
upon  to  him  by  his  colleagues. 

(c)  Written  reports  upon  any  topic  not  included  in  the  foregoing, 
which  the  Superintendent  may  from  time  to  time  assign.

Believing  that  the  present  text-book  in  physiology  now  in  use  in 
the  second  class  in  all  our  Grammar  Schools  is  out  of  date  in  its  plan 
and  unsatisfactory  in  its  arrangement,  I  feel  that  it  is  not  creditable  / 

to  this  Board  to  continue  the  book  longer  in  the  public  schools.  I 
believe  that  Blaisdell's  "Young  Folks'  Physiology"  is  a  much  better 
book  for  the  pupils  in  the  second  class  in  our  Grammar  Schools,  for 
the  reason  that  the  leading  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  treat  of  the 
care  and  preservation  of  the  health.  The  latest  facts  are  given  ;  and 
the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  on  the 
human  system  are  shown  with  force,  accuracy,  and  candor.  This 
author  has  accomplished  the  difficult  task  of  adapting  his  book  to  the 
capacity  and  taste  of  the  pupils  for  whom  it  was  designed.  Many 
experiments  with  and  without  apparatus  are  suggested  and  explained 
in  a  manner  that  will  be  invaluable  to  the  pupils.  For  these  and 
other  reasons  I  recommend  that  the  order  referred  to  the  committee 
be  passed  in  the  following  amended  form.

With  the  information  afforded  by  the  discussions  in  the  Board  88, 92, 93, 123, 
and  consultations  with  those  interested,  the  whole  matter  has  124>  139-1 
assumed  a  different  aspect  from  that  presented  some  months  ago 
when  first  considered  by  them.  The  committee  are  heartily  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  intention  and  desire  of  the  Committee  on  Normal 
School  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  that  school,  and  the  time  may 
not  be  far  distant  when  the  plan  suggested,  with  possibly  some  slight 
modifications,  may  be  attempted  more  fully  than  seems  to  be  expedient 
at  the  present  time.  We  are  doubtful  if  our  present  appropriations 
will  carry  us  through  the  year,  and  every  proposition  to  add  to  our 
expenses  this  year  must  be  most  carefully  scrutinized,  and  only  ab- 
solute necessities  receive  our  attention.  This  is,  we  think,  one  of 
the  strongest  reasons  for  moving  slowly  in  the  matter  before  us. 
While  placing  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  Committee  on  Normal 
School,  some  members  of  your  committee  feel  that  _the  Board  are 
not  sufficiently  and  clearly  informed  as  to  the  details  of  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  enable  them  to  act  intelligently.  We  are  all 
familiar  with  the  difficulties  which  have  been  met  in  the  past  in 
the  selection  of  teachers  to  be  visited,  and  the  apparent  reluctance  of 
some  of  the  masters  and  teachers  to  volunteer  their  assistance,  and 
the  apathy  on  the  part  of  others.  We  believe  the  first  step  toward 
carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  on  Normal  School  can  be 
taken  now,  and  without  expense,  and  this  step  is  to  provide  for  the 
selection  of  teachers  to  be  visited  by  the  Normal  School  pupils.  We 
suggest  that  the  regulation  requiring  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
designate  the  teachers  to  be  visited  be  renewed  and  enforced.  This 
will  give  to  all  an  opportunity  of  observing  the  experiment,  and  furnish 
information  which  will  enable  the  Board  to   decide  upon  the  expe-

in  drawing  in  our  schools,  and  on  the  organization  of  the  present 

Board,  the  President  called  attention  to  the  subject  as  one  of  three 
important  matters  that  would  demand  serious  consideration  the  cur- 
rent year. 

By  the  action  of  the  Board  a  year  ago,  the  course  of  study  in 
drawing,  which  had  been  in  use  for  over  ten  years,  was  discarded, 
and  nothing  was  provided  to  take  its  place,  and  the  schools  are  still 
without  any  definite  course  to  follow. 

So  much  dissatisfaction  existed  in  regard  to  the  old  course,  and  so 
many  new  demands  were  being  made  on  the  study  of  drawing,  aris- 
ing from  the  introduction  of  the  Kindergarten,  manual  training, 
science  work,  and  the  growing  demand  for  the  utilization  of  draw- 
ing in  the  old-established  studies,  that  the  committee  felt  it  neces- 
sary, before  recommending  any  definite  action,  to  make  a  careful 
examination  into  the  subject  of  drawing  itself  as  a  public  school 
study,  and  also  into  the  needs  of  the  schools  in  relation  botb  to  a 
course  of  study  and  to  supervision. 

Accordingly,  the  Director  of  Drawing  was  requested  early  in  the 
year  to  prepare  and  submit  outlines  of  such  a  course  in  drawing  as 
he  thought  best  for  the  schools,  and  his  report  has  only  just  been 
received  by  the  committee.  In  March,  a  series  of  inquiries  relating 
to  the  condition  of  the  work  in  drawing  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
grades,  and  the  needs  of  the  teachers  in  regard  thereto,  was  sent  to 
the  masters. 

In  connection  with  these  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  work  in  our 
own  schools,  the  committee  thought  it  well  to  get  the  fullest  profes- 
sional information  as  to  what  drawing  stands  for  in  education,  and 
also  as  to  its  direction  ahd  supervision.  Questions  were  therefore 
made  out  as  to  the  relation  of  drawing  to  general  education,  to 
manual  training,  and  to  art  study,  and  also  in  regard  to  the  direc- 
tion and  supervision  of  the  work  in  public  schools,  and  these  ques- 
tions were  sent  to  Normal  Art  Schools,  Institutes  of  Technology, 
and  Manual  Training  Schools,  and  to  the  Directors  of  Drawing  in 
the  principal  cities  where  drawing  is  known  to  be  taught. 

The  committee  has  been  favored  with  very  generous  responses  to 
these  several  inquiries.  The  masters  have  replied  very  fully,  and 
have  put  the  committee  in  possession  of  much  very  desirable  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  needs  of  the  schools  in  this  subject,  that 
could  have  been  gained  in  no  other  way.  The  responses  from  the 
Art  Schools,  the  Technological  Institutes,  the  Manual  Training 
Schools,  and  from  the  Directors  of  Drawing  in  other  cities,  have

also  been  very  full  and  courteous,  and  the  opinions  expressed  in 
these  responses  form  a  more  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of 
professional  thought  on  the  teaching  of  drawing  in  public  schools 
than  has  ever  been  gathered  together  before. 

Supplementary  to  these  various  lines  of  inquiry,  the  committee  re- 
quested the  publishers  of  the  several  systems  of  drawing  which  have 
been  offered  for  consideration,  to  submit  type-written  statements 
of  the  characteristic  features  of  their  respective  systems,  and  the 
manner  in  which  these  features  are  developed  through  the  different 
grades  of  schools.     These  statements  have  also  been  received. 

Much  of  this  material  has  only  recently  come  into  the  hands  of 
the  committee,  and  its  proper  consideration  will  necessarily  take 
some  little  time.  The  attention  already  given  to  the  subject  makes 
it  evident  that  the  committee  has  now  to  deal  with  a  branch  of 
education  that  touches  nearly  every  other  subject  in  the  schools. 
The  committee  proposes  to  give  the  summer  to  the  task  before 
them,  and  hopes  at  the  first  meeting  in  September  to  be  able  to 
submit  some  definite  propositions  to  the  Board  as  the  outcome  of  its 
various  inquiries. 

The  committee  realizes  fully  the  many  inconveniences  that  arise 
from  the  present  condition  of  the  study  in  the  schools,  but  in  view 
of  the  financial  as  well  as  educational  interests  involved  in  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  study,  it  has  seemed  very  unwise  to  take  a 
hasty  or  ill-considered  action.  The  committee  has  felt  that  only  in 
the  light  of  the  fullest  information,  and  only  after  mature  considera- 
tion, can  the  study  be  resumed  on  a  basis  broad  enough  to  meet 
present  needs,  and  also  to  admit  of  a  development  that  will  meet  the 
increased  demands  that  are  likely  to  come  in  the  next  few  years, 
arising  from  the  introduction  of  manual  training  and  more  objective 
methods  of  teaching  into  the  schools.

formerly  by  a  cooking  school ;  also  that  he  be  requested 
to  rearrange  the  furniture  in  the  building,  so  that  the 
room   on   the   lower  floor  of  the   Quincy-street   building 
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shall  contain  fifth  and  sixth  class  school  furniture  —  one- 
half  of  each. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  School-Houses. 

Mrs.  Fifield,  for  the  Committee  on  Manual  Training, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

In  offering  these   orders  it  is  thought  advisable  to  make  a  brief  Report  of  the 
statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  Man      _,    . 
for  the  information  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  may  be  in-  jng  relative  to 
terested.  the  Mechanic 

The  original  conception  of  the  school  and  its  contemplated  plan  in  „  ,  . 
the  scheme  of  public  instruction  met  with  so  much  enthusiasm  in 
public  opinion,  and  such  hearty  approval  from  those  most  interested, 
that  the  committee  had  every  reason  to  expect  the  most  generous 
and  comprehensive  support  from  the  City  Government,  which  it  re- 
ceived. 

The  first  appropriation  was  made  in  1891  and  the  land  purchased. 
A  second  appropriation  was  made  in  1892  and  the  building  placed 
under  contract  to  be  finished  for  occupancy  by  September  first  of 
this  year. 

Feeling  that  the  City  Government  was  specially  interested  in  this 
project,  and  relying  on  the  promise  that  the  building  would  be  ready, 
the  Committee  on  Manual  Training  made  every  effort  to  be  prepared 
for  opening  the  school,  very  fortunately  securing  a  most  able  man  as 
principal. 

September  6th  found  the  building  unfinished,  without  equipment 
and  with  no  arrangements  for  heating  and  ventilation ;  but  consider- 
ing it  unfortunate  not  to  open  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
the  pupils  were  called  together.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two  boys 
applied  for  admission  to  the  school  at  its  opening,  and  were  it  fully 
equipped  doubtless  the  number  would  have  been  larger.  It  being  im- 
possible to  care  for  so  many,  the  principal  was  directed  to  decline  to 
receive,  1st,  Tuition  pupils,  — those  from  outside  the  city;  2d,  Pupils 
from  other  High  Schools ;  and  3d,  All  applying  after  Thursday,  Sep- 
tember 7.  This  action,  with  the  natural  shrinkage  which  we  are  told 
takes  place  in  all  High  Schools,  will  probably  reduce  the  numbers  to 
two  hundred  and  sixteen,  which  is  the  largest  number  that  can  possi- 
bly be  accommodated  in  the  shops  as  planned. 

These  boys  are  now  seated  in  three  class-rooms  in  the  partially 
completed  building,  and  are  receiving  instruction  in  the  book-work 
of  the  prescribed  course,  but  unless  some  speedy  action  is  taken  they 
will  be  driven  out  by  the  cold,  and  the  school  closed. 
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instruction  in 
public  schools. 


The  needs  are  these :  First,  we  need  to  provide  for  the  equipment, 
for  which  $25,000  has  already  been  asked  for. 

Secondly,  to  provide  for  the  heating  and  ventilating.  The  original 
appropriation  was  expected  to  cover  this,  but  is  not  adequate. 

Thirdly,  the  omitted  annex  should  be  finished  at  once.  There  is 
no  office,  no  provision  for  receiving  visitors,  no  retiring-room  for 
teachers,  no  laboratory.  Next  year's  class,  should  it  number  two 
hundred  and  sixteen,  will  make  additional  recitation-rooms  necessary. 
If  the  annex  is  built  this  year  it  will  be  possible  to  get  through  a 
second  year,  if  the  entering  class  is  no  more  than  two  hundred  and 
sixteen. 

Mr.  Hill,  the  master,  says,  "  Wise  forethought  also  requires  the 
immediate  consideration  of  the  greatest  problem  of  all;  namely,  What 
shall  be  done  to  accommodate  the  school  two  years  hence,  or  in  Septem- 
ber, 1895  ?  Suppose  the  next  two  classes  number  two  hundred  and 
fifty  each.  Allowing  for  shrinkage,  the  school  would  then  number 
over  six  hundred  pupils.  Add  an  advanced  year  for  those  aiming  for 
higher  scientific  institutions,  and  the  number  is  somewhat  increased. 
Allow  for  growth  and  for  that  success  we  ought  to  have  (an,d  may 
have,  if  we  'rise  to  the  occasion'),  and  the  number  is  further 
enlarged.  The  present  building,  with  its  annex  finished,  will  not 
accommodate  half  the  school  of  the  near  future.  The  conclusion  is 
irresistible,  that  action  should  be  taken  at  once  to  prepare  for  the 
coming  school." 

It  is  hoped  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  act  promptly  and  gener- 
ously, and  to  this  end  the  committee  offer  the  following  orders  : 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  finish 
the  Mechanic  Arts  School  building  according  to  the 
original  plan. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  School-Houses  be 
requested  to  consider  and  report  on  the  expediency  of 
securing  additional  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  orders  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  School  Houses.

Boston,  Sept.  12,  1893. 
To  the  M embers  of  the  School  Committee  : 

At  the  meeting  held  March  28  I  received  from  you  a  communica- 
tion urging  me  to  reconsider  my  proposed  resignation  from  this 
Board.  Largely  on  account  of  that  request,  indorsed  as  it  has  been 
by  many  personal  words,  I  have  remained  until  now ;  but  the  time 
seems  fully  to  have  come  when,  in  justice  to  other  interests  and  in 
fulfilment  of  other  obligations,  I  must  tender  my  resignation,  which 
I  do  herewith,  to  take  effect  from  the  close  of  this  session  of  the 
Board. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  to  you  that  I  retire  from  this 
service  with  many  feelings  of  regret.  We  have  had  nearly  five  years 
of  hard  labor  together,  but  I  am  sure  that  we  can  feel  that  there  is 
something  of  good  that  has  been  accomplished  and  which  will  last 
through  the  years ;  these  successes  have  been  attained  not  by  any 
one  alone,  but  by  all  working  together  as  one.  There  are  many 
things  which  yet  remain  to  be  done  by  you  and  by  those  who  will 
follow.  But  as  no  one  ever  commences  anything,  so  no  one  ever 
completes  anything.  We  receive  our  work  from  others,  we  do  some- 
thing on  our  little  section  and  in  turn  pass  it  on  to  those  who  follow. 
This  I  think  we  can  say,  that  in  what  we  have  wrought  together  we 
have  tried  to  be  unselfish,  with  oar  thoughts  always  and  only  upon 
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that  which  shall  be  for  the  public  good.  I  want  to  thank  every 
member  of  this  Board  for  the  personal  and  official  courtesy  which  I 
have  always  received.  This  has  been  constant  and  without  excep- 
tion, and  will  be  one  of  the  pleasantest  memories  of  life. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  similar  courtesies  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  from  our  efficient  secretary  and  auditing  clerk  and 
other  officials  in  this  building.  Possibly  they  may  have  felt  that  I 
have  wanted  to  know  a  great  many  things  about  the  precedents  and 
work  of  the  past,  and  some  of  the  long  reports  which  it  seemed 
necessary  for  me  to  prepare  have  made  them  much  clerical  work, 
but  every  service  has  always  been  performed  with  hearty  cheer- 
fulness. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  communication  was  received  from  the 
members  of  this  Board,  a  similar  petition  was  received  from  several 
hundred  teachers  of  our  schools.  I  know  of  no  other  way  in  which 
I  can  recognize  that  courtesy,  except  at  this  time  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  all  whose  names  appear  therein,  and  to  the  others  who 
by  word  and  letter  have  expressed  their  desire  to  be  included,  but 
who  had  no  opportunity  to  sign  the  original  petition.  It  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  repeat  again  what  was  said  in  the  last  annual  report, 
that  of  the  vast  majority  of  our  teaching  force  this  city  is  justly 
proud.  For  the  most  part  they  are  earnest  men  and  women,  who  re- 
gard their  position  as  a  trust  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  who 
strive  for  the  highest  ideals  attainable  in  their  profession.  The 
teacher's  power  is  next  to  that  of  the  parent  in  its  formative  influ- 
ence upon  childhood,  and  hence  the  School  Board  are  laying  more 
and  more  stress  upon  the  character  of  its  new  appointments.  Of  all  the 
wise  words  spoken  by  the  late  John  D.  Philbrick  none  were  more  true 
than  these  :  "  To  cultivate  the  conscience,  and  to  strengthen  it  so  that 
it  will  exercise  complete  sway  over  the  life  and  actions  of  an  individ- 
ual, is  the  highest  aim  of  education;  and  any  system  of  training  and 
intellect  which  does  not  embrace  this,  is  a  mockery.  The  teacher 
who  does  not  acknowledge  his  obligation  to  attend  to  this,  let  his 
sentence  be,  '  Thou  art  weighed  in  the  balance  and  found  wanting, 
and  let  his  kingdom  be  taken  from  him.'  " 

Mrs.  Alice  Freeman  Palmer  has  most  wisely  said,  "I  am  such  a 
heretic  in  these  latter  days,  that  I  have  great  sympathy  with  that 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  a  great  city,  who  has  often  talked  with 
me  during  the  last  ten  years  about  the  qualifications  he  desired  for 
teachers  in  his  schools.  He  has  said,  'I  am  not  going  to  ask  for 
deep  learning  as  the  first  qualifications  of  my  teachers.  I  shall  ask 
first  for  firm,  high,  noble  character;  second,  for  fine  manners;  third, 
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for  sound  learning;  fourth,  for  professional  training.'  "  It  is  not  only 
the  direct  instruction  given  out  of  the  text-books,  but  the  silent  moral 
influence  of  the  teacher's  life,  which  makes  its  power  felt  for  good 
in  all  the  years.  Many  a  boy  or  girl  has  gone  from  school  out  into 
the  world's  conflicts,  and  the  hour  of  temptation  comes.  There  is  a 
moment  of  hesitation  and  then  a  victory,  because  of  a  memory  of 
some  faithful  teacher  the  silent  power  of  whose  life  is  felt  across  the 
years,  and  it  may  be  across  the  continent.  There  is  no  limit  to  the 
power  of  a  high  moral  life,  and  no  teacher  ever  dies  who  is  fit  to 
live. 

I  hope  it  will  not  seem  wholly  inappropriate  if  I  allude  to  two  mat- 
ters which  have  been  in  my  mind  for  a  long  time,  as  this  is  the  last 
time  I  shall  have  any  official  right  as  a  member  of  this  Board  to 
make  any  suggestion : 

(1.)  Boston  is  at  work  all  through  its  schools  in  developing  a 
very  broad  and  thorough  system  of  manual  training.  Its  alphabet 
is  in  the  kindergarten;  we  follow  it  through  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades,  and  have  added  to  it  the  work  of  the  Mechanic  Arts 
High  School,  with  its  course  of  wood-working,  forging,  blacksmith- 
ing,  etc.  This  manual  training  work  is  no  longer  an  experiment;  it 
is  an  educational  success,  and  it  has  been  proved  true  that  the  child's 
mind  can  be  trained  through  the  hands  ofttimes  better  than  in  any  other 
way.  While  the  educational  side  is  the  one  upon  which  we  lay  the 
emphasis,  there  is  also  a  practical  side,  because  we  are  teaching  the 
principles  that  are  underneath  all  our  mechanical  arts.  This  will  be 
especially  true  in  the  new  high  school.  The  boy  does  not  learn  any 
one  trade,  but  he  does  learn  the  operations  which  are  the  basis  of  all 
the  trades.  These  operations  or  principles  are  the  mechanic  arts, 
and  our  school  is  a  Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  and  not  a  trade 
school. 

Further  than  this  our  public-school  system  cannot  go,  and  yet  there 
is  another  very  great  need  for  which  no  provision  has  as  yet  been  made. 
We  need  an  institution  like  the  Pratt  Institute  of  Brooklyn,  or  the 
Drexel  Institute  of  Philadelphia,  or  the  Armour  Institute  of  Chicago, 
to  teach  the  trades  to  our  young  men  and  women,  and  thereby  supple- 
ment our  public-school  system  and  make  practical  the  principles 
therein  taught. 

It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  good  which  these  institutes 
have  done  in  the  cities  where  they  are  located.  The  expense  of  tui- 
tion is  made  extremely  small,  so  as  to  be  within  the  reach  of  any  one 
who  would  be  benefited  by  such  a  course,  and  the  evening  classes  at 
a  less  rate  than  those  of  the  day.  The  Pratt  Institute  has  eight 
department,  as  follows : 
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(A)  High  School. 

(B)  Department  of  Industrial  and  Fine  Arts,  which  includes  art 
courses,  freehand,  architectural,  and  mechanical  drawing,  designing, 
wood-carving,  and  art  needlework. 

(C)  Department  of  Domestic  Art  and  Science,  which  includes 
sewing,  dressmaking,  millinery,  physical  culture,  house  sanitation, 
etc.,  hygienic  cooking,  with  housekeepers',  physicians',  and  nurses' 
classes. 

(D)  Department  of  Science  and  Technology,  which  includes  ma- 
chine work,  carpentry,  plumbing,  painting,  electrical  construction, 
etc. 

(E)  Kindergarten  Department. 

(F)  Music  Department. 

(G)  Department  of  Commerce,  which  includes  phonography,  type- 
writing, bookkeeping,  etc. 

(H)    Library  Department. 

In  the  day  classes  last  year  there  were  more  than  2,400  scholars, 
and  in  the  evening  classes  more  than  1,600. 

A  year  ago,  when  the  proposed  University  Course  was  being  dis- 
cussed, I  had  letters  from  and  conversation  with  a  gentleman  who  is 
at  the  head  of  one  of  our  trade  organizations,  and  who  told  me  the 
difficulties  under  which  some  of  our  skilled  mechanics  labor  here,  not 
having  the  same  advantages  for  advancement  and  self-improvement 
that  are  possible  in  other  cities.  Most  generously  have  Mrs.  Shaw 
and  Mrs.  Hemenway  and  the  Eliot  School  trustees  advanced  our 
school  interests  in  various  ways.  To  some  other  person  of  wealth 
is  the  opportunity  now  given  to  make  practical  the  manual  training 
taught  in  our  schools  by  establishing  in  this  city  an  institute  which 
shall  do  for  our  young  men  and  women  what  has  been  done  in  other 
cities,  and  which  shall  be  a  priceless  benefit  to  humanity  in  the  gen- 
erations to  come.  In  a  court,  recently,  in  another  city,  a  young  man 
was  brought  before  the  judge  on  a  criminal  charge.  "  What  is  your 
employment?"  said  the  judge.  "  I  have  no  employment.  My  father 
wanted  me  to  learn  a  trade,  and  he  took  me  to  one  place  and  then  to 
another,  but  I  could  not  get  admittance  anywhere.  By  and  by  I  took 
to  the  streets,  and  here  I  am." —  "  I  am  very  sorry  for  you,"  said  the 
judge,  "but  you  have  been  drinking,  and  have  resisted  an  officer, 
and  I  must  carry  out  the  law;  but  I  wish  that  some  philanthropist 
would  devise  a  way  by  which  young  men  who  want  to  learn  a  trade 
and  to  start  themselves  could  have  a  chance." 

That  there  is  a  special  reason  for  such  a  trade  school  is  made  more 
apparent  when  we  remember  that  out  of  everyone  hundred  boys  that 
graduate  from  our  grammar  schools  only  one  per  cent,  enter  the  min- 
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istry,  one  per  cent,  become  lawyers,  one  per  cent,  physicians,  five 
per  cent,  business  men,  and  ninety -two  per  cent,  get  a  livelihood  by 
their  hands.  Are  we  doing  all  we  ought  for  the  ninety-two  per  cent.? 
One  of  the  greatest  dangers  to  our  nation  comes  through  class  dis- 
tinctions and  the  erroneous  idea  that  those  who  labor  with  their  hands 
are  not  quite  so  high  in  the  social  scale  as  those  whose  labor  is  more 
largely  of  the  brain.  Manual  training  in  our  schools  is  doing  much 
to  correct  this  false  notion  in  our  children  before  it  becomes  perma- 
nently fixed.  The  cultivated  teacher,  with  the  children  of  the  rich 
and  the  poor  dressed  alike  in  the  garb  of  a  toiler,  and  working  to- 
gether with  their  hands,  serves  to  impress  the  truth  that  manual  labor 
is  honorable. 

But  there  is  another  peril  in  our  nation  which  comes  through  the 
centralization  of  great  wealth  in  the  hands  of  the  few,  who  too  often 
use  it  for  their  selfish  ends,  in  total  disregard  of  their  responsibility 
to  others  who  have  been  less  favored.  Bishop  Potter,  in  a  recent 
address  before  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  New  York,  has  truly 
said,  "  The  science  that,  in  connection  with  our  vast  accumulations 
of  wealth,  needs  now  to  be  most  diligently  studied  is  the  science  of 
redistribution."  True  wealth  never  consists  in  what  one  has,  but 
in  what  one  gives.  Here  in  Boston,  by  the  establishment  of  a  grand 
institute  on  the  plan  of  those  in  other  cities  already  described,  would 
be  given  one  of  the  grandest  of  opportunities  to  do  something  to 
show  again  that  all  accumulation  of  capital  is  not  selfish.  Who  is  to 
be  our  Charles  Pratt  or  Peter  Cooper  to  put  the  crown  on  our  manual 
training  system? 

(2.)  And  the  second  thing  I  would  like  to  urge  is  this,  that  in  all 
the  future,  in  everything  that  relates  to  the  School  Board,  the  in- 
fluence of  partisanship  and  politics  shall  never  be  felt.  This  depart- 
ment which  cares  for  the  children  is  most  sacred,  and  I  am  glad  to 
feel  that  almost  without  exception,  during  the  years  of  which  I  have 
personal  knowledge,  the  questions  of  party  and  creed  have  had  no 
place.  Character  and  fitness  have  been  the  tests  of  appointment, 
and  in  the  management  of  such  a  trust  these  are  the  only  considera- 
tions which  should  have  any  place.  In  order  to  render  efficient  ser- 
vice on  this  Board  many  are  called  upon  to  make  large  sacrifices  of 
time  and  money.  One  member  told  me  that  his  first  three  years  of 
service  cost  him  $900  for  extra  clerical  work,  made  necessary  because 
of  the  time  given  freely  for  these  interests.  Another  gentleman  gave 
me  his  extra  expenses  as  nearly  as  much.  Because  of  the  high 
character  of  the  members  of  this  Board  as  a  whole  in  the  past  years, 
the  expenditures  have  always  been  carefully  guarded,  to  the  end  that 
there  shall  be  no  waste.     The  statement  has  often  been  made  that 
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the  city  does  not  get  for  a  dollar  spent  nearly  the  equivalent  which 
comes  to  the  individual  in  spending  the  same  sum.  Whatever  of 
truth  there  may  be  in  this,  I  believe  it  is  true  that  there  is  the  most 
rigid  economy  shown  in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  etc.,  for  which  this 
Board  is  responsible.  We  are  so  economical  that  we  have  sometimes 
been  called  mean,  which  is  certainly  better  than  to  be  called  extrava- 
gant. It  is  because  politics  has  been  kept  so  largely  outside  of  this 
building,  and  because  those  who  have  accepted  a  position  here  have 
usually  done  so  from  pure  and  patriotic  motives,  that  this  Board  has 
had  to  so  large  a  degree  the  confidence  of  all  our  citizens,  and  has 
received  the  generous  support  of  the  City  Council.  Our  citizens 
properly  object  to  waste,  but  they  do  not  object  to  wise  expenditures, 
provided  that  they  get  an  equivalent ;  and  the  facts  show  that  they  do 
get  this  in  their  school  expenditures. 

Boston  has  been  justly  proud  of  her  public  schools,  and  while  they 
are  far  from  being  perfect,  there  is  an  earnest  purpose  on  the  part  of 
the  committee  and  the  teachers  to  lift  them  constantly  on  to  a  higher 
plane.  While  holding  on  to  that  which  is  best  in  the  past,  we  are 
ready  for  the  improvements  which  come  with  each  new  generation. 
We  know  we  never  can  see  the  sun  rise  if  we  always  face  towards 
the  west.  We  glory  in  the  past,  but  we  believe  there  is  to  be  a 
greater  glory  in  the  future.  It  will  come  by  all  our  people  continu- 
ing earnestly  to  set  their- faces  against  every  attempt  from  any  source 
to  turn  into  selfish  or  partisan  or  personal  channels  the  management 
of  our  School  Board.  It  is  in  this  way  only  that  we  can  bring  to  pass 
the  noble  words  spoken  only  a  little  time  before  his  death  by  George 
William  Curtis  :  "  Not  to  spare  any  thought,  any  effort,  any  cost  to 
make  the  public  school  what  we  mean  it  to  be,  the  corner-stone  of  the 
ever  loftier  and  more  splendid. structure  of  political  liberty;  and  to 
impress  upon  the  teachers  by  our  sympathy  and  care  the  central  truth 
of  the  school  system,  that  the  child  is  educated  by  the  State,  not  that 
he  may  read  and  write  only,  but  that  the  trained  power  and  noble  in- 
telligence of  the  American  citizen  may  tend  constantly  more  and  more 
to  purify  and  perpetuate  the  American  Republic."

The  President  made  the  following;  address  : 

Members  of  the  School  Board  :  A  former  presi- 
dent of  this  Board,  one  who  for  four  years  filled  this 
place  with  distinguished  ability,  bore  testimony  upon  his 
retirement  to  the  fact  that  this  was  as  near  to  being  an 
ideal  legislative  body  as  could  be  found.  The  gentle- 
man who  has  just  retired  from  this  place,  very  much  to 
our  regret,  has  also  said  that  service  upon  this  Board  is 
the  most  honorable  contribution  that  any  citizen  can 
make  to  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  To  preside 
over  such  a  body  is  an  honorable  incident  in  the  life  of 
any  man,  and  I  assure  you,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that 
1  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  honor  you  do  me  in  calling 
me  to  this  position.  It  is  not  necessary,  nor  would  it  be 
expected  in  any  event,  that  I  should  attempt  to  say  any- 
thing about  the  work  of  the  School  Committee  so  late  in 
the  year.  A  single  remark  occurs  to  me  relative  to 
the  work  that  we  have  just  now  claiming  our  attention. 
We  need  to  provide  in  this  city  good,  wholesome,  sweet 
accommodations  for  all  the  children  of  school  age  in  this 
city.  That  is  one  thing  that  we  must  do.  Another 
thing  which  is  to  claim  our  attention,  as  it  was  referred 
to  at  the  last  meeting  and  will  come  before  us  again  to- 
night, is  the  equipment  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School.  There  is  nowhere  you  go  on  this  belt  of  the 
continent  that  you  do  not  find  educators  in  the  United 
States  looking  to  Boston  to  carry  out,  to  perfect,  to 
complete  the  experiment  that  has  been  made  elsewhere 
in  this  direction,  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
carry  out  this  experiment,  to  equip  this  institution  in  the 
manner  that  was  originally  contemplated,  and  so  that  it 
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will  be  a  credit  to  the  city  of  Boston  and  Commonwealth 

of  Massachusetts , 

There  is  an  old  adage,  that   "  speech   is   silver    and 

silence  is  golden."     It  has  had  a  recent  very  remarkable 

exemplification   at    Washington.      I   will    not  attempt, 

although  I  am  not  so  much  in  favor  of  the  o-old  standard 

as  many  are,  to  bestow  any  more  silver  upon  you.      I 

onlv    wish    to    sav  in    closing,   fellow-members  of   the 

School  Board,  that  you  have  given  me  your  confidence 

by  putting  me  in  this  chair,  and  I  shall  do  all  that  in  me 

lies,  with  your  assistance,  to  keep  the   deliberations   of 

this  Board  upon  the  high  plane  they  have  always  held.

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dent.  Miss  Turner  is  a  first  assistant  in  the  master's  room  and  has 
charge  of  the  graduating  class.  We  think  this  will  be  at  once  con- 
ceded to  be  the  most  important  and  difficult  position  filled  by  any 
female  teacher  in  our  Grammar  Schools.  Miss  Turner  has  taught  in 
our  public  schools  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  and  by  her  success- 
ful experience  has  risen  to  her  present  high  position.  A  vacancy  has 
recently  occurred  in  the  same  rank  in  an  adjacent  school,  and  a 
teacher  been  appointed  on  the  maximum  salary  under  the  present 
rule.  It  does  not  seem  just  to  Miss  Turner,  and  the  Committee  on 
the  First  Division*  have  expressed  the  unanimous  opinion  that  this 
injustice  to  Miss  Turner  should  be  righted.  In  view  of  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  this  case,  which  in  our  judgment  separates  it  from 
the  general  cases  of  teachers  and  makes  it  a  special  case,  this  com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order:

The  number  of 
qualified  and  certificated  teachers  of  sewing,  and  especially  of  those 
capable  of  taking  up  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  Miss  Gumming,  is 
very  small.  Such  people  are  difficult  to  find.  A  large  part  of  the 
sewing  teachers  do  not  have  the  maximum  number  of  divisions, 
and  are  not  required  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  their  school  work, 
and  are  enabled  to  earn  something  in  addition  to  the  salary  received 
from  the  city.  In  the  Winthrop  School,  a  large  girls'  school  of  over 
seven  hundred  pupils,  the  whole  time  of  the  instructor  in  sewing  is 
required.  Miss  Dorr  is  an  experienced  dressmaker  and  seamstress, 
and  being  required  to  devote  the  whole  of  her  time  to  the  school,  the 
compensation  she  receives  (about  one  dollar  a  day)  is  inadequate, 
and  not  commensurate  to  the  services  rendered  by  her. 

This  committee,  after  careful  consideration,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  proposition  submitted  is  a  proper  and  just  one,  and  they 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order :

or  less  criticism  upon  dispensing  with  the  sessions  of  the  schools  on 
the  afternoons  of  stormy  days,  there  have  not  been  such  practically 
strong  objections  to  the  plan'as  at  the  present  time.  Formerly,  when 
the  alarm-bells  all  over  the  city  were  used  by  the  Fire  Department 
in  sounding  fire  alarms,  there  was  no  great  difficulty  on  the  part  of 
teachers  in  hearing  the  signal.  The  Fire  Commissioners  have  been 
gradually  discontinuing  the  striking  of  alarms  on  the  bells,  so  that  at 
present  no  alarms  are  struck  on  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  bells  of  the 
city  proper,  and  this  plan  is  gradually  being  extended.  This  has  oc- 
casioned no  inconsiderable  inconvenience  and  anxiety  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers  to  ascertain  whether  the  one-session  signal  has  been 
given  or  not.  It  has  been  necessary  to  send  pupils  to  the  nearest 
police  station  or  engine-house  to  learn  if  the  alarm  has  been  given. 
In  many  instances  this  is  a  practically  useless  method  of  information, 
as  the  time  between  the  striking  of  the  alarm  (at  a  quarter  before 
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twelve  o'clock)  and  the  close  of  the  morning  session  (twelve  o'clock) 
is  not  sufficient  to  enable  a  pupil  to  return  from  the  nearest  police 
station  or  engine-house  before  twelve  o'clock.  This  led  in  some  in- 
stances to  an  understanding  between  Superintendent  and  masters, 
giving  the  latter  discretionary  power.  The  committee  are  fully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  decision  by  the  Superintendent  when  to 
give  the  signal  is  no  easy  task,  and,  being  required  to  make  this  de- 
cision at  half-past  eleven,  there  are  some  chances  for  a  change  in  the 
weather  before  two  o'clock.  Much  valuable  time  of  the  pupils  has 
no  doubt  been  lost  by  the  one-session  plan.  Many  lessons  assigned 
to  the  afternoons,  such  as  lessons  in  music,  sewing,  cooking,  and 
manual  training,  are  passed  by  and  lost.  The  committee  have  no 
doubt  that  the  one-session  plan  applied  to  the  Grammar  Schools 
should  be  discontinued.  While  entertaining  some  doubts  about  con- 
tinuing the  one-session  plan  for  the  Primary  Schools,  they  believe 
it  to  be  wise  not  to  abolish  the  plan  wholly,  but  to  allow  it  to  apply 
to  the  Primary  Schools.  It  will  not  require  a  long  time,  we  think,  to 
determine  the  expediency  of  continuing  or  abolishing  the  one-session 
plan  in  the  Primary  Schools.

They  were  fully  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  additional 
accommodations  for  the  Normal  and  Rice  Training  Schools,  but  at 
that  time,  important  and  necessary  as  they  thought  this  enlargement 
of  the  building  to  be,  there  were  matters  which  appeared  to  the  com- 
mittee to  be  still  more  urgent,  and  they  recommended  thatthis  matter 
should  be  provided  for  in  1898.  In  accordance  with  their  purpose 
expressed  last  year,  the  Committee  on  School-Houses  included  the 
item  of  $75,000  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Normal  School  building 
in  their  request  for  new  school-houses,  etc.,  to  the  City  Council  in 
February  last.  The  City  Council  did  not  grant  the  appropriation, 
but  it  is  strongly  hoped  that  this  appropriation  will  be  included  in 
the  next  loan  bill  passed  by  the  City  Council.  The  committee  would 
be  very  glad  if  a  new  building  suited  to  the  purposes  of  such  a  school 
should  be  erected,  but  they  feel  very  strongly  that  the  demands  for 
school  accommodations  for  the  Grammar  and  Primary  School  pupils 
must  receive  attention,  and  it  would  be  wiser  to  enlarge  the  building 
at  this  time,  and  in  the  future,  when  the  city  is  provided  with  neces- 
sary school  accommodations  for  the  lower  grades  of  pupils,  anew 
building  for  this  school  may  be  asked  for.

The  committee  used  the  greatest  care  in  making  up  their  esti- 
mates. The  amount  requested  for  salaries  of  instructors,  officers, 
and  janitors  was  $1,638,920,  and  the  actual  expense  for  the  year  will 
hardly  vary  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent,  from  this  amount. 

Fuel,  gas,  and  water  will  cost  nearly  $5,000  more  than  the  amount 
estimated,  owing  to  the  severity  of  the  winter  and  the  unexpected 
quantity  of  coal  required  by  modern  systems  of  heating  in  the  new 
school-houses. 

Supplies  and  incidentals  being  an  item  wherein  the  committee 
could  retrench  in  expenses  when  the  appropriation  is  insufficient, 
will  probably  show  a  reduction  from  the  estimate  of  about  $18,000.

The  amount  of  money  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Committee  at 
the  present  time  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditures  for 
salaries  alone  for  the  coming- two  months. 

The  School  Committee  have  endeavored  and  succeeded  for 
several  years  in  keeping  within  the  appropriation  granted  them  by 
the  City  Council,  although  they  have  felt  that  the  amount  annually 
reduced  from  the  estimates  could  be  used  to  good  advantage  in  the 
schools. 

It  might  have  been  possible  for  the  committee  to  have  kept  within 
the  appropriation  granted  the  present  year,  if  it  had  been  felt  that 
Boston  could  afford  to  stand  still  in  the  matter  of  Manual  Training, 
while  it  was  being  established  and  extended  in  so  many  cities  and 
towns  throughout  the  country. 

With  these  explanations,  the  School  Committee  respectfully  re- 
quest that  an  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000  be  made  for  school 
expenditures  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  financial  year.

The  Committee  on  Salaries  present  the  schedule  of  salaries  of 
instructors  for  the  year  beginning  Jan.   1,   1894. 

The  only  change  suggested  in  the  salaries  as  at  present  fixed  by 
the  Board  is  that  of  the  salary  of  the  principal  of  the  Evening  High 
School.  The  principal  of  the  Evening  High  School  has  entire  charge 
of  the  large  central  school,  and  the  oversight  of  the  Charlestown  and 
East  Boston  branches  of  this  school.  The  salary  for  the  first  year, 
$ 6  per  evening,  is  only  one  dollar  more  than  that  of  the  principals  of 
the  Evening  Elementary  Schools  and  of  the  assistants  in  charge  of 
the  branches  of  the  Evening  High  School.  It  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools  and  of  this  committee 
that  the  present  scale  of  salaries  for  this  position  ($30  per  week  the 
first  year,  $40  per  week  the  second  year,  and  $50  per  week  the  third 
year)  is  not  just  and  equitable,  as  compared  with  other  salaries  in 
the  Evening  School  service.  The  Board  took  action  upon  this  matter 
last  February,  in  fixing  the  salary  of  the  present  principal  on  the 
basis  now  proposed,  upon  the  recommendation  of  this  committee. 
We  recommend  that  the  salary  of  this  position  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of 
$40  per  week  for  the  first  year,  $45  per  week  for  the  second  year, 
and  $50  per  week  for  the  third  year.  This  change  does  not  affect 
the  salary  of  the  present  principal,  but  places  the  salary  of  the  posi- 
tion upon  a  just  and  proper  basis. 
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With  this  single  exception  your  committee  recommend  that  the 
salaries  of  instructors  be  continued  at  the  rates  now  fixed.

233  of  your  regulations,  has  been  received.  In  reply  we  have  to  say 
that  your  present  regulations  for  preventing  the  introduction  of  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases  into  our  schools,  which  have  been  in 
force  for  some  years,  seem  to  us  to  have  been  very  judiciously 
drawn  to  meet  the  existing  conditions  and  the  language  of  the  statute 
laws. 

It  seems  to  us  that  any  errors  or  omissions  which  we  may  point 
out  in  these  regulations  cannot  be  charged  to  the  lack  of  wisdom  on 
the  part  of  the  School  Committee,  but  rather  to  the  enforced  limita- 
tions under  which  the  committee  finds  itself. 

First.  The  law  which  calls  for  the  vaccination  of  children  before 
entering  school,  although  wise  in  spirit,  is  a  failure  in  practice. 
Any  physician's  certificate  will  cover  the  requirements,  and  the  law 
of  Massachusetts  recognizes,  and  the  courts  hold,  any  person  to  be 
a  physician,  whether  qualified  or  not,  who  professes  to  be  a  physi- 
cian and  practises  for  a  fee.  On  recent  personal  observation  we 
find  many  pupils  in  our  public  schools  who  have  never  been  vacci- 
nated, although  most  of  them  entered  school  on  the  required  certifi- 
cate of  vaccination;  and  some  will  be  found  who  have  passed 
through  all  the  grades  and  graduated  from  the  Grammar  School  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  years  before  having  been  vaccinated.  Pupils  of 
all  ages  are  thus  found  to  be  unprotected  by  vaccination  and  de- 
ceived by  false  certificates.  The  law  and  regulations  which  seek  to 
prevent  pupils  from  bringing  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
and  measles  into  schools  are  equally  wise  in  spirit,  but  fail  in  prac- 
tice ;  and  for  the  same  reason  as  that  given  for  the  failure  of  the  law 
to  secure  the  vaccination  of  school  children. 

As  a  matter  of  experience  we  find  that  no  credit  can  be  given  to  a 
large  number  of  the  certificates  which  are  given  for  the  recovery 
and  return  of  pupils  to  school  after  suffering  from  a  contagious  dis- 
ease, and  the  same  discredit  may  belong  to  certificates  for  the 
attendance  of  the  pupils  in  school  while  in  proximity  to  such  dis- 
eases.    To  correct  the  two  faults  mentioned  we  would  suggest: 

First.  That  no  pupil  be  admitted  to  any  public  school  without  a 
certificate  from  that  such  pupil  bears 

the  physical  evidence  of  having  had  a  disease  known  as  vaccinia. 

Second.  For  the  return  of  any  pupil  to  school  after  suffering 
from   small-pox,    scarlet    fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  or   whooping- 
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cough,  a  certificate  should  he  required  from 

that  the  pupil  has  lost  all  power  to  communicate  to  others  the  disease 
from  which  he  has  been  suffering,  and  that  all  infected  articles  of 
his  household  have  been  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  For  the  continuance  of  any  pupil  in  school,  in  whose 
family,  or  in  whose  close  proximity,  there  is  a  case  of  small-pox, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  measles,  or  any  undestroyed  infection 
from    said   diseases,    there    should   be   required    a    certificate   from 

setting  forth  the  fact  that  the  patient  is 
safely  removed  from  the  danger  of  contracting  and  of  conveying 
the  disease. 

When  a  child  is  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of 
small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  measles,  it  should  return  to 
school  only  on  the  certificate  of  that  the  period 

of  incubation  belonging  to  the  disease  to  which  he  has  been  exposed 
has  passed. 

We  do  not  regard  your  present  regulations  as  too  stringent,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  justice  to  the  pupils  seems  to  have  been  held  in 
view.  We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  while  the  School  Committee  is 
unable  to  obtain  the  facts  required  by  the  present  regulations,  it  will 
also  he  unable  to  secure  the  facts  and  the  enforcement  of  th'e  more 
exacting  ones  without  additional  facilities.  Such  additional  work 
and  aid  "to  the  School  Committee  was  fully  contemplated  in  the  plan 
which  the  Board  of  Health  offered  two  years  ago. 

We  have  left  blanks  in  this  communication  to  be  filled  by  the 
committee,  with  an  earnest  suggestion  that  certificates  for  the  above- 
named  purposes  should  come  only  from  those  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  their  qualifications  for  the  purposes,  and  who  can  be  held 
responsible  for  their  acts.

Schools  : 

1.  Are  there  children  in  your  district  who  are  not  attending 
Kindergartens  who  would  attend  if  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Kinder- 
gartens were  established? 

2.  Do  you  think  it  desirable  to  establish  afternoon  sessions  of 
the  Kindergartens? 

Thirty-three  replies  to  these  questions  have  been  received.  Three 
report  children  waiting  admission  to  the  present  schools,  but  one  of 
these  adds  that  these  children  would  probably  not  attend  an  after- 
noon session.  Three  others  report,  after  inquiries  in  the  district, 
that  there  are  children  who  would  probably  attend  afternoon  sessions 
if  they  were  established.  •  .Six  report  that  there  is  no  demand  for 
afternoon  sessions  in  the  present  Kindergarten,  but  the  need  of  addi- 
tional Kindergartens  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  Twenty-one  re- 
port that  there  is  no  need  for  additional  accommodations. 

In  answer  to  the  second  inquiry,  five  report  in  favor  of  afternoon 
sessions ;  two  report  in  favor,  but  only  under  certain  conditions ; 
twenty-two  are  not  in  favor ;  four  do  not  give  any  opinion. 

The  results  of  this  investigation,  a  conference  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  matter,  have 
led  your  committee  to  the  following  conclusions  : 

1st.  That  afternoon  sessions  are  not  needed  in  most  of  the 
districts  where  there  are  morning  sessions  of  the  Kindergartens. 

2d.-   That  in  those  districts  where  children  cannot  be    received 
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from  lack  of  room,  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  that  such 
children  would  attend  afternoon  sessions  if  they  were  established. 

3d.  That  a  session  of  two  hours  is  not  long  enough  to  carry  out 
the  present  course  of  work;  that  if  a  three-hour  session  from  one  to 
four  o'clock  should  be  provided,  it  would  be  difficult  to  secure 
prompt  attendance  owing  to  the  fact  that  children  of  Kindergarten 
age  are  dependent  on  the  care  of  older  brothers  and  sisters  who  could 
not  in  most  cases  bring  them  at  one  o'clock. 

4th.  That  children  of  Kindergarten  age  are  usually  tired  and  rest- 
less in  the  afternoon,  and  mentally  and  physically  unequal  to  the 
best  work. 

5th.  That  from  November  to  March  the  conditions  of  work  in 
many  school-rooms,  especially  those  in  the  crowded  districts,  are 
unfavorable  to  afternoon  sessions  owing  to  insufficient  light,  and  the 
fact  that  the  work  of  the  Kindergarten  is  largely  manual,  requiring 
close  attention. 

fith.  That  experiments  in  afternoon  sessions  were  made  while  the 
Kindergartens  were  carried  on  by  Mrs.  Quincy  A.  Shaw,  previous  to 
their  adoption  by  the  School  Board,  and  proved  unsatisfactory.  That 
the  Board  of  Education  in  Philadelphia,  after  two  years'  experience 
in  afternoon  sessions  in  fourteen  school  districts,  abolished  such 
sessions,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  reported  in  October  last 
that  "afternoon  sessions  have  not  worked  satisfactorily  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  rules  of  the  Board  now  prohibit  afternoon  sessions." 
Also,  that  in  a  few  cities  where  afternoon  sessions  are  carried  on,  it 
is  the  opinion  of  persons  familiar  with  the  workings  of  these  sessions 
that  they  are  undesirable. 

Your  committee  therefore  report  that  in  their  judgment  the  pro- 
posed plan  of  afternoon  sessions  is  not  likely  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  work,  and  is  therefore  undesirable.  Your  commit- 
tee fully  recognize,  however,' the  need  for  additional  Kindergartens, 
not  only  in  several  of  the  school  districts  where  they  have  already 
been  established,  but  especially  in  those  districts  without  any  Kinder- 
gartens.

To  secure  teachers  it  was  necessary  to-  give  some  assurances  about  Mechanic  Arts 
salaries.    In  accordance  with  votes  of  the  Manual  Training  Committee  High  School, 
your  petitioner  made  terms  with  gentlemen  as  follows  :  Mr.  Roswell 
Parish,  $2, 160  for  the  first  year;  Mr.  William  Fuller,  $2,016;  Mr. 
Benjamin   F.  Eddy,  $1,800;  Mr.    Ludwig 'Frank,  $1,680;  Mr.  Her- 
b;    M.  Woodward,  $1,680.     Your  honorable  Board  has  placed  their 
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salaries  for  the  first  year  as  follows  :  Mr.  Parish,  $1,728  ;  Mr.  Fuller, 
$1,728;  Mr.  Eddy,  $1,800;  Mr.  Frank,  $1,620;  Mr.  Woodward, 
$1,560. 

These  gentlemen  wished  to  know  about  their  pay  for  the  future. 
I  was  instructed  by  the  Manual  Training  Committee  to  say  to  them 
that  the  situation  was  a  novel  one ;  that  there  were  no  sliding  scales 
in  operation  for  the  school,  but  that  the  committee,  without  formally 
voting  on  the  subject,  had  in  thought  for  the  academic  teachers 
(Messrs.  Parish  and  Fuller)  the  junior-master  sliding  scale,  and  for 
the  shop  and  drawing  instructors  (Messrs.  Eddy,  Frank,  and  Wood- 
ward) a  three-years'  scale,  whose  minimum  was  $1,800  and  whose 
maximum  was  $2,280. 

Your  honorable  Board,  since  these  gentlemen  entered  upon  their 
duties,  has  adopted  the  junior-master  scale  for  the  academic  teachers, 
but  for  the  shop  and  drawing  instructors  it  has  adopted  a  longer  and 
lower  scale  than  that  which  your  petitioner  was  instructed  to  com- 
municate to  the  gentlemen  concerned,  —  a  scale,  however,  that  was 
recommended  by  the  Manual  Training  Committee,  after  further 
study,  as  more  favorable  to  the  city,  while  not  inadequate  for  the 
school. 

To  carry  out  the  votes  of  the  Manual  Training  Committee  involves, 
in  the  aggregate,  $75  per  month.  If  it  is  deemed  a  matter  of  equity 
to  make  good  to  the  shop  and  drawing  instructors  the  abandonment 
of  the  sliding  scale  which  they  had  been  led  to  expect,  as  explained, 
this  would  involve,  in  the  aggregate,  $30  per  month  additional. 

Your  .petitioner  states,  in  conclusion,  that  he  came  under  the 
direction  of  the  Manual  Training  Committee  July  1,  1893,  by  the 
action  of  your  honorable  Board,  that  it  was  not  for  him  to  question 
the  authority  or  directions  of  his  committee,  but  to  obey,  and  that 
his  trust  in  it  was  all  the  greater  because  the  President  of  your  Board 
shared  in  its  action.  In  strict  obedience  to  its  votes,  he  made  terms 
with  the  teachers  engaged,  as  herein  stated.  He  respectfully  asks 
your  honorable  Board  to  recognize  those  terms  as  an  essential  part 
of  negotiations  which  your  Board  has  since  ratified  in  all  respects 
except  in  the  single  one  of  salaries.  The  failure  in  regard  to  salaries 
seems  to  be  due  to  the  retractive  effect  of  orders  adopted  by  your 
Board  by  which  these  gentlemen  have  been  brought  under  the  opera- 
tion of  rules  that  did  not  and  could  not  apply  to  them  when  they 
were  engaged. 

Your  petitioner  subscribes  himself  in  all  that  he  has  thus  far 
done  for  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  or  expects  to  do  hereafter,

reported  that  they  find  several  precedents  for  the  payment  [See  p-  2SS-] 
for  services  of  acting  principals  of  our  Grammar  Schools 
during  vacancies  in  the  position  of  principal.  In  1882, 
the  first  assistant  of  the  Wells  School  was  allowed  three 
hundred  dollars  extra  compensation  for  three  months' 
service  as  acting  principal.  In  1889,  the  first  assistant 
of  the  Gaston  School  was  allowed  one  hundred  dollars 
extra  compensation  for  one  month's  service  as  acting 
principal.  In  the  Emerson  District,  in  1891,  the  sub- 
master  was  allowed  one  hundred  and  fifty  and  seven- 
.teen  one-hundredths  dollars  extra  compensation  for  two 
months'  service  as  acting  principal.  Mr.  Kimball 
served  as  acting  principal  from  the  time  of  Mr.  Ham- 
lin's death,  May  25,  1893,  to  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
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ment  of  his  successor,  Oct.  9,  181*3.  During  this  time 
no  salary  was  paid  to  a  principal.  The  Committee  on 
the  Normal  School  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
the  extra  compensation  suggested  in  the  order  should  be 
allowed  to  Mr.  Kimball.  In  the  judgment  of  this  com- 
mittee, the  proposition  is  a  just  one,  follows  closely  the 
precedents  we  have  mentioned,  and  should  be  allowed.

When   this 

rule  was  adopted,  the  salaries  of  all  the  positions  in  the  service,  with 

the  exception  of  junior-master,  were  fixed  on  a  scale  of  five    years; 

and  with  the  exception  of  the  rank  of  junior-master,  the  pay  of  a 

temporary  teacher  for  an  average  full  month  of  actual  school  days 

was  less  than  the  monthly  compensation  of  a  regular  teacher  on  the 

minimum  salary  of  the  same  rank.     Since  the  salaries  of  assistants 

in  High  Schools  and  sub-masters  in  Grammar  Schools  were  changed 

to  thirteen-year  scales,  the  salary  of  a  temporary  assistant  in  the  High 

Schools  for  a  full  month's  service  has  been  more  than  the  monthly 

salary  of  a  regular  assistant  on  the  fourth  year  of  the  rank.     The 

pay  of  a  temporary  sub-master,  since  the  change  to  the  thirteen-year 

scale,  for  a  full  month's  service  has  been  larger  than,  the  monthly 
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salary  of  a  regular  sub-master  on  the  seventh  year  of  his  rank.  The 
Board  fixed  the  salary  of  a  temporary  junior-master  at  $5  per  day  of 
actual  service.  With  this  amount  for  this  rank  as  a  basis,  this  com- 
mittee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  salary  of  a  temporary  sub-master 
should  be  fixed  at  $4  per  day;  that  of  a  temporary  instructor  in  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School  at  $4  per  day ;  and  that  of  a  temporary 
assistant  in  the  High  Schools  at  $2.50  per  day.  This  would  ensure 
that  in  these  grades  the  full  month's  salary  of  a  temporary  teacher 
would  not  be  greater  than  the  monthly  salary  of  a  regular  teacher. 
In  order  that  there  may  be  no  possible  controversy  over  the  fact  that 
the  rules  provide  one  salary  for  a  temporary  teacher,  and  by  special 
action  the  Board  has  provided  a  different  salary,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  rules  be  amended  as  suggested  in  the  second  order  appended 
to  this  report.

C.  Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  that  in  the  third  class  of  the  Primary  Schools  the  number 
of  pupils  for  one  teacher  shall  be  forty-eight  instead  of  fifty-six,  as 
at  present. 

D.  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  issue  directions  as  to 
the  correct  use  of  arithmetic  signs. 

E.  Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Section  174,  be  so 
amended  as  to  relieve  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  duty  of 
making  an  annual  report  to  the  School  Committee,  and  to  require  in 
place  thereof  from  each  Supervisor  written  reports  upon  his  depart- 
ment of  work  and  upon  any  special  subjects  that  may  have  been  as- 
signed him  for  investigation ;  all  such  reports  to  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  by  him  printed  in  connection  with  his  own  annual 
report. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted.  Order  D  was  passed, 
and  Orders  A,  B,  C,  and  E  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations.  The  latter  committee  referred  Orders  B,  C,  and  E  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  opinions,  and  a  report  of  that  Board 
was  subsequently  submitted  to  this  committee.  In  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  there 
arose  a  question  concerning  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  number 
of  Supervisors,  and  it  was  thought  desirable  that  this  question  should 
be  decided  before  the  committee  proceeded.  In  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  the 
Board  requested  the  Committee  on  Examinations  (Dec.  13,  1892)  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  number  of 
supervisors.  The  latter. committee  reported  (June  13,  1893)  that  it 
was  not  expedient  to  increase  the  number  of  supervisors.  In  their 
report  the  Committee  on  Examinations  stated  that  in  their  investiga- 
tions they  "  were  strongly  impressed  with  the  want  of  a  file  of  reports 
recording  the  results  of  earnest  and  thorough  investigations  of  the 
many  subjects  which  have  engrossed  the  time,  study,  and  thought  of 
the  supervisors.  There  is  no  plan  for  preserving  and  arranging  the 
many  special  reports  which  the  supervisors  hav.e  been  called  upon  to 
make  in  response  to  votes  of  the  School  Board  and  to  requests  of 
committees  and  members  of  the  School  Board."  The  committee, 
after  specifying  what  reports  in  their  judgment  should  be  required 
from  the  supervisors,  closed  their  report  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  following  order  ought  to  pass  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules*  and  Regulations  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide 
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(1)  That  every  supervisor  make  an  annual  report  in  writing, 
which  shall  be  printed  as  an  integral  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

(2)  That  every  supervisor  be  required  to  file,  every  year,  reports 
as  follows  : 

(a)  A  separate  written  report  upon  every  school  or  school  district 
assigned  him,  this  report  to  show  results  of  all  the  inspection  and  of 
all  the  examinations  he  has  given  in  the  school  during  the  year  then 
ended.  Particularly  should  the  results  of  the  examinations  be  given 
definitely  and  in  detail  for  the  information  of  other  supervisors  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  several  branches  of  study. 

(b)  A  separate  written  report  upon  the  branch  or  branches  of 
study  assigned  to  his  particular  supervision.  This  report  should  con- 
tain full  information  as  to  the  present  condition,  the  recent  progress, 
and  the  needed  improvements  in  the  teaching  and  in  the  results  of 
teaching  of  those  studies  in  all  the  schools  visited  by  him  or  reported 
upon  to  him  by  his  colleagues. 

(c)  Written  reports  upon  any  topic  not  included  in  the  foregoing, 
which  the  Superintendent  may  from  time  to  time  assign. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Your  committee  have  presented  the  subject  in  this  manner  to 
show  the  Board  that  careful  and  thorough  consideration  has  been 
given  to  it. 

Order  A,  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  recom- 
mends that  the  Superintendent's  report  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee.  It  appears  to  this  committee  that  such  action  is  unneces- 
sary, if  not  undesirable.  No  special  committee  could  be  so  well 
informed,  and  so  able  to  act  intelligently  upon  the  suggestions  made 
by  the  Superintendent  in  his  reports,  as  the  regular  committees.  If 
it  is  assumed  that  the  particular  duties  of  a  special  committee  are 
merely  to  recommend  the  reference  of  suggestions  contained  in  the 
Superintendent's  report  to  certain  committees,  this  purpose  could  be 
effected,  if  thought  desirable,  by  a  general  vote  that  the  appropriate 
committees  consider  the  suggestions  in  the  report  which  relate  to  the 
subjects  under  their  care.  But  even  this  method  does  not  seem  free 
from  objection.  Many  suggestions  contained  in  the  Superintendent's 
report  are  general  in  their  nature,  and  not  definite,  specific,  and  in 
detail.  We  believe  the  best  results  will  be  attained  if  the  Superin- 
tendent presents  his  suggestions  directly  to  the  committees  in  charge 
of  the  special  department  of  the  work  to  be  affected,  recommending 
the  proper  legislation  to  accomplish  the  desired  improvement.  The 
regulations    concerning   the    duties    of   the    Superintendent  provide 
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(Section  156)  that  "  he  shall  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  the  public- 
school  system,  and  keep  himself  acquainted  with  the  progress  of  in- 
struction and  discipline  in  other  places,  in  order  to  suggest  appropriate 
means  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  schools  in  this  city;  "  and 
(Section  160)  "he  may  also  propose  to  the  Board,  or  its  committees, 
such  legislation  touching  the  schools  as  he  may  deem  necessary." 
There  seems  to  be  ample  provision  for  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Board  and  its  committees  to  any  desirable  improvement  in  the  school 
service.  •  Again,  the  Superintendent  might  construe  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  appointing  such  special  committee  as  providing  the  only 
method  by  which  he  would  be  expected  to  submit  his  suggestions ; 
and  it  might  frequently  happen  that  no  specific  suggestions  are  made 
in  the  report.  In 'that  case,  it  seems  to  us  the  duties  of  a  special 
committee  would  he  perfunctory  and  needless.  Eor  these  reasons, 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposition  contained  in 
Order  A  should  not  be  adopted. 

The  present  regulations  (Section  160)  provide  for  the  reference 
of  the  Superintendent's  report  to  the  Committee  on  the  Annual 
Ileport.  While  there  may  be  no  serious  objection  to  this  provision, 
we  do  not  see  any  particular  reason  for  or  advantage  to  be  gained  by 
it.  There  seems  to  be  no  necessity  for  providing  in  the  regulations 
that  the  Superintendent's  report  alone  should  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Annual  Report.  This  committee,  to  properly  fulfil 
their  duties  in  the  preparation  of  their  report,  must  of  necessity 
examine  not  only  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  but  those  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  standing  committees,  and  of  any  special 
committees  which  have  been  presented  during  the  year. 

Order  B,  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Superintendent's  report,  proposes  changes  in  the  regulations 
concerning  the  duties  of .  the  supervisors  relative  to  the  classi- 
fication of  and  promotions  in  the  schools.  Whatever  provision 
there  is  in  the  regulations  —  and  there  appears  to  be  but  little  — 
places  the  sole  responsibility  in  regard  to  these  matters  upon  the 
principals  of  the  schools.  It  is  apparent  that  there  is  no  uniformity 
in  the  practice  concerning  classification  and  promotions.  The 
Special  Committee  state  in  their  report:  "  While  it  is  very  true  that 
no  hard  and  fast  rule  can  be  applied  to  advantage,  considering  the 
different  kinds  of  material  we  have  to  do  with,  the  committee  are 
yet  of  the  opinion  that  promotions  should  not  be  governed  by  whim, 
'  lack  of  floor-space,'  or  by  anything  except  the  capability  of  the 
pupil."  The  first  part  of  Order  B  to  and  including  the  words  "  fail 
of  promotion"  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  this  committee  should  be  adopted.     The  rest  of  the  order 
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after  the  words  "  fail  of  promotion  "  seems  to  your  committee  un- 
necessary. The  Superintendent  is  now  authorized,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  to  order  a  special  ex- 
amination of  any  class  in  the  schools  whenever  he  thinks  it  desirable. 
To  make  it  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  to  prepare  questions  to  be 
used  in  the  schools  for  examinations  for  promotions  from  class  to 
class  would  require  a  large  part  of  their  time  for  work  which  can  be 
performed  by  the  teachers,  and  might  cause  other  and  more  im- 
portant work  to  be  left  undone. 

The  proposition  contained  in  Order  0  is  one  which  has  been  sug- 
gested from  time  to  time  for  many  years.  Its  desirableness  theo- 
retically is  unquestionable,  and  if  it  could  be  carried  out  practically, 
and  if  there  were  money  to  provide  for  the  increased  expenses  its 
adoption  would  entail,  we  should  be  heartily  pleased  to  recommend 
it.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  less  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher 
must  mean  greater  efficiency  and  better  school-work.  But  with  our 
present  limited  appropriations  and  so  many  necessities  to  be  pro- 
vided for,  it  is  our  opinion  that  for  the  present,  at  least,  it  is  not  ex- 
pedient to  adopt  this  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee. 

This  committee  are  impressed  with  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  reports  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
are  in  sympathy  with  the  position  taken  by  that  committee. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations  in  their 
report  presented  last  June,  with  the  exception  of  that  referring  to 
the  form  in  which  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  be  presented,  contains  practically  all  that  the  Special  Com- 
mittee submitted  in  their  report,  and  in  addition  suggests  what  seems 
to  us  the  means  of  providing  for  permanent  reference  valuable  and 
desirable  information  concerning  the  work  in  and  the  general  standing 
of  the  schools.  In  our  judgment,  it  would  be  wise  to  adopt  the  order 
submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Examinations  instead  of  Order  E  of 
the  Special  Committee's  report. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order, 
in  which  they  have  embodied  the  recommendations  contained  in  this 
report : 

Ordered,    That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Section  173.  Substitute  the  following  for  the  fourth  paragraph: 
"  Every  supervisor  shall  file  each  year  reports  as  follows  :  (a)  a  sepa- 
rate written  report  upon  every  school  or  school  district  assigned  him  ; 
(S)  a  separate  written  report  upon  the  branch  or  branches  of  study 
assigned  to  his  particular  supervision;  (c)  written  reports  upon  any 
topic  not  included  in  the  foregoing  which  the  Superintendent  may 
from  time  to  time  assign.     Each  Supervisor  shall  also  promptly  re- 
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port  in  writing  to  the  committees  of  the  School  Board  through  the 
Superintendent  such  matters  as  are  of  immediate  importance  to  them, 
and  upon  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  him. 

Substitute  the  following  for  Section  174  : 

Sect.  174.  Every  supervisor  shall  make  each  year  a  report  in 
writing,  which  shall  form  an  integral  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  said  annual  report  shall  be  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  in  May  of  each 
year. 

Sect.  177.  Insert  the  following  as  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the 
section :  "During  the  months  of  September  and  October  of  each 
year  the  Supervisor's  shall  examine  the  classification  of  the  pupils  in 
each  school  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  promotion  of 
pupils  has  been  in  accordance  with  proper  standards  of  scholarship, 
and  what  are  the  causes  of  deficiency  in  cases  where  unusually  large 
numbers  of  pupils  fail  of  promotion.  The  results  of  their  examina- 
tions and  investigations  shall  be  filed  for  reference  in  the  form  of 
written  reports. 

Accepted,  and  the  order  passed  to  a  second  reading.

Committee  : 
Dear  Sir  :  In  view  of  the  unusual  amount  of  suffering  in  our 
city  this  winter,  owing  to  the  number  of  our  unemployed,  our  Church 
of  the  Carpenter  last  Sunday  morning  voted  to  request  the  school 
authorities  of  our  city  to  assign  a  day  when  the  teachers  could  re- 
quest their  scholars  to  do  what  was  done  last  year  in  St.  Paul  and  at 
Thanksgiving  time  of  this  year  in  Lynn  and  Somerville  with  great 
success;  that  is,  to  bring  to  the  schools  for  distribution,  to  the 
poor,  vegetables,  fruits,  groceries,  or  whatever  of  that  nature  they 
will.  In  St.  Paul  each  scholar  was  requested  to  bring  at  least 
the  value  of  an  orange ;  as  a  result,  emulation  between  the 
schools  sprang  up  and  quantities  of  food  were  brought  in  and  a 
vast  amount  of  good  accomplished.  It  having  proved  practical  else- 
where, we  believe  that  if  the  School  Committee  would  say  the  word, 
the  same  could  be  done  here  with  large  and  good  results,  of  peace 
and  good  will  among  all  classes.  We  hope  very  much  that  this  may 
meet  the  approval  of  yourself  and  the  committee,  and  the  necessary 
action  may  be  taken.  The  plan  has  already  been  approved  by  many, 
including  representatives  of  the  press,  clergy,  and  laymen,  and  we 
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believe  would  be  cordially  taken  up  by  the  whole  community,  and 
not  the  least  by  the  teachers  themselves.  If  there  is  anything  we  can 
do  about  it,  we  should  be  most  glad  to  cooperate,  but  feel  that  a 
word  from  your  committee  would  be  all  powerful.

For  the  financial  year  1893-91,  the  School  Committee  submitted 
estimates,  exclusive  of  repairs,  to  the  amount  of  $1,829,320.  The 
City  Council  appropriated  only  $1,804,000,  making  a  reduction  of 
$25,320.  The  amount  granted  not  proving  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  schools,  an  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  requested 
and  granted. 

For  the  coming  year,  to  cover  the  same  items,  the  sum  of 
$1,913,000  is  asked  for,  the  increase  required  being  larger  than  usual. 

The  fact  that  the  city  is  growing,  and  that  the  yearly  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  averages  from  two  to  three  per  cent.,  must  add 
steadily  to  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  schools. 

Aside  from  the  increase  in  pupils,  the  city  is  now  supporting  a 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  add  more 
than  $25,000  annually  to  the  running  expenses  of  the  schools. 

Additional  Kindergartens  are  being  established  in  sections  of  the 
city  wherein  they  have  not  existed,  in  order  that  all  parts  of  the  city 
may  eventually  have  the  advantage  of  this  instruction.  This  adds 
to  expense  more  than  the  ordinary  increase  in  pupils  would  seem  to 
indicate. 
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The  large  number  of  non-English  speaking  pupils  entering  our 
schools  makes  it  necessary  to  employ  more  teachers  than  otherwise 
would  be  needed,  as  it  is  too  much  to  expect  a  teacher  to  properly 
instruct  fifty-six  of  such  pupils. 

The  amount  of  coal  consumed  in  1893-94,  compared  with  that  in 
1892-93,  shows  an  increase  of  over  one  thousand  tons. 

The  eleven  new  buildings  lately  acquired  consume  twice  the 
amount  of  coal  per  pupil  accommodated  that  the  older  buildings  do. 

The  amount  asked  for,  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  the  coming  year, 
shows  but  a  slight  increase  over  the  actual  cost  of  these  items  for 
1893-94. 

Under  the  head  of  Supplies  and  Incidentals,  which  covers  all  the 
running  expenses  except  salaries,  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  and  repairs, 
the  sum  of  $115,800  is  asked  for. 

This  estimate  is  less  than  the  average  annual  expense  was  fifteen 
to  twenty  years  ago,  although  now  we  have  about  forty  per  cent, 
more  pupils,  and  are  obliged  to  furnish  all  pupils  with  books  and 
supplies,  under  a  free  text-book  law  which  did  not  then  exist. 

From  1873-74  to  1879-80,  inclusive,  the  average  annual  expense 
under  this  head  was  $117,963.85.  The  net  expense  for  this  item  in 
the  year  just  closing  will  be  about  $86,000;  but  the  introduction  of 
new  music  books  and  charts,  and  materials  required  for  drawing,  in 
the  coming  year,  will,  it  is  expected,  add  largely  to  expenses. 

For  expenses  that  come  under  the  head  of  repairs  and  alterations 
of  school-houses  the  sum  of  8279,000  is  requested.  As  the  School 
Committee  are  limited  to  the  amount  appropriated,  they  cannot  be 
held  responsible  for  any  defective  condition  of  the  school  buildings  if 
the  money  appropriated  proves  insufficient  to  make  the  needed 
repairs. 

For  some  years  past  an  appropriation  has  been  requested  with 
which  to  furnish  better  egress  and  fire-escapes  for  school  buildings 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  granted.  The 
School  Committee  again  repeat  the  request,  and  ask  for  $55,000  for 
this  purpose,  under  the  head  of  School-houses,  Special  Appropria- 
tion. In  addition,  the  sum  of  $35,000  is  requested  under  this  head, 
principally  for  new  furniture. 

The  estimates  herein  submitted  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committees 
having  charge  of  their  preparation,  needed  and  should  be  granted.

the  present  time. 

Another  suggestion  referred  relates  to  the  departmental  plan  of 
instruction,  and  is  of  such  importance  that  this  committee  have  made 
it  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 

The  remaining  suggestion  referred  relates  to  the  course  of  study 
of  the  Evening  High  School.  Upon  the  request  of  this  committee 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  submitted  a  report  upon  the  subject,  includ- 
ing in  said  report  their  recommendations  of  desirable  changes  in  the 
present  course.  This  report  presents  the  matter  so  clearly  that  it  is 
here  given  in  full. 

In  Board  op  Supervisors,  Oct.  27,  1893. 

The  suggestions  (1)  that  some  of  the  courses  of  study  in  the  Even- 
ing High  School  be  extended,  and  (2)  that  courses  in  other  subjects 
of  study  be  authorized,  were  referred  to  this  Board  by  the  Committee 
on  Examinations  for  consideration  and  report. 

1.  As  the  Evening  High  School  improves,  the  demand  for  more 
extended  courses  in  some  departments  of  study  increases.  This  is 
especially  true  in  mathematics  and  in  English.  Some  of  the  pupils 
who  have  studied  elementary  algebra  and  plane  geometry  desire  to 
study  advanced  algebra  and  solid  geometry.  It  seems  reasonable 
that  the  mathematical  course  should  be  so  extended  as  to  include 
these  two  subjects. 

2.  The  next  need  is  a  more  extended  course  in  English  language 
and  literature.  The  study  of  the  elements  of  English  composition  is 
now  followed  by  a  somewhat  thorough  inductive  study  of  the  princi- 
ples of  rhetoric.  Indeed,  on  account  of  the  attractive  teaching  of 
this  subject,  there  is  a  growing  inclination  to  go  beyond  the  ordinary 
limits  of  rhetoric  into  logic  and  to  look  below  the  surface  of  oral  and 
written  expression  into  its  hidden  sources  in  the  mind  itself. 
Although  deductive  logic  and  the  current  psychology  are  excellent 
disciplinary  studies,  they  are  not,  and  cannot  be  well  made,  of  much 
practical  benefit  to  the  pupils  who  are  studying  English  in  the  Even- 
ing High  School.  It  might  be  well  to  give  more  time  to  oral  debate 
with  the  plain  purpose  of  forming  the  habit  of  orally  stating  an  ar- 
gument with  ease,  clearness,  brevity,  and  force.  This  exercise  in 
practical  logic  and  a  statement  of  the  reasons  that  underlie  the  laws 
and  rules  of  rhetoric  should  satisfy  for  the  present  the  demands  of 
pupils  who  wish  to  plunge  into  the  study  of  logic  and  psychology. 
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There  is,  however,  one  part  of  the  study  of  English  that  could  be 
extended  with  great  advantage  to  the  pupils,  viz.,  the  study  of  Eng- 
lish literature.  At  present,  the  course  of  study  includes  an  outline 
history  of  English  literature,  sketches  of  prominent  writers,  a  study 
of  short  selections  from  their  works,  and  a  special  study  of  one  or 
two  plays  of  Shakespeare  and  of  parts  of  Milton's  poetry.  It  is 
highly  desirable  that  the  special  studies  in  English  literature  be 
extended  so  as  to  include  (1)  more  of  Shakespeare  and  Milton, 
(2)  other  prominent  English  authors,  and  (3)  the  standard  American 
authors.  Thus  the  regular  class  in  English  literature  might  pursue  ■ 
the  study  two  or  three  seasons,  and  the  class  in  rhetoric  might  sup- 
plement their  study  by  taking  either  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  liter- 
ature course. 

3.  The  second  suggestion,  that  courses  of  study  in  additional  sub- 
jects be  provided  for,  also  demands  attention.  If  the  course  of 
study  in  the  Day  High  Schools  be  compared  with  the  course  in  the 
Evening  High  School,  one  marked  difference  will  be  observed,  viz., 
there  is  no  physical  or  natural  science  in  the  course  of  study  for  the 
Evening  High  School.  At  present,  a  real  demand  for  the  study  of 
physics  exists,  and  a  somewhat  less  demand  for  the  study  of  chemis- 
try. Were  these  two  sciences  to  be  pursued  exclusively  by  the 
book  method  or  by  the  lecture  method,  or  by  the  combination  of  the 
two,  it  would  be  undesirable  to  cumber  the  course  of  study  with  them. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  they  were  pursued  by  the  laboratory  method 
combined  with  the  book  or  the  lecture  method,  no  studies,  except  those 
that  are  fundamental,  could  be  made  more  profitable  to  the  pupils. 
It  is  therefore  respectfully  recommended: 

(1)  That  advanced  algebra  and  solid  geometry  be  added  to  the 
Evening  High  School  course  of  study. 

(2)  That  a  more  extended  course  of  study  of  English  authors  be 
provided  for,  and  that  a  course  of  study  in  American  literature  be 
authorized. 

(3)  That  physics  and  chemistry  be  added  to  the  course  of  study, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  study  of  physics  may  be  begun  in 
the  term  of  1894-95,  and  that  the  study  of  chemistry  may  be  begun 
in  the  term  of  1895-96.

This  committee  endorse  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  believe  that  the  course  of  study  for  the  Evening 
High  School  should  be  amended  in  accordance  with  their  suggestions.

Mrs.  Keller,  for  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  to 
whom  were  referred  —  Nov.  14  —  the  courses  of 
study  in  drawing  "proposed  in  the  majority  and  minority 
reports  of  the  Committee  on  Drawing,  reported  that  ex- 
tended consideration  has  been  o-iven  to  the  two  courses 
of  study  originally  submitted  as  well  as  to  the  "  ampli- 
fied course  of  study  "  mentioned  in  the  majority  report ; 
that  two  hearings  have  been  given,  one  privately  to  cer- 
tain  persons  who  had  asked  to  be  heard,  and  one  publicly 
to  all  who  wished  to  come ;  and  that  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Drawing  have  fully  expressed  their  views 
before  this  committee.  This  committee  are  impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  early  action  in  the  matter,  in  order 
that  the  schools  may  be  provided  with  a  course  of  study 
in  drawing  to  work  upon  ;  but  at  the  same  time  recognize 
the  importance  of  continuing  the  investigation  of  this 
subject  until  the  fundamental  questions  involved  can  be 
settled  permanently. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  "  amplified  course 
of  study  in  drawing  "  mentioned  in  the  majority  report 
be  adopted  for  a  temporary  basis  of  work  in  the  schools, 
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but  only  as  an  experiment,  and  without  the  use  of  any 
published  series  of  drawing  books,  the  schools  to  be  sup- 
plied with  blank  paper  only. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders  : 

Ordered,  That  the  "  amplified  course  of  study "  be 
adopted  temporarily  as  an  experiment,  to  be  carried  on 
without  the  use  of  any  published  series  of  drawing 
books,  but  with  supplies  of  blank  paper  only. 

Ordered,  That  twenty-five  hundred  copies  of  the 
"  amplified  course  of  study  in  drawing  "  be  printed  as  a 
School  Document  for  the  use  of  teachers. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Strange  presented  the  following  minority  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  signed  by  him- 
self, and  moved  that  it  be  substituted  for  the  majority  re- 
port : 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Board,  October  24  last,  the  Committee  on 
Drawing  brought  in  two  reports,  which  by  order  of  the  Board  were 
submitted  in  print  at  the  meeting  November  14,  when  they  were 
referred  to  this  committee  under  the  rules. 

That  some  change  is  necessary  in  the  adopted  course  of  study  in 
drawing  is  a  fact  that  will  be  admitted  by  all  who  are  acquainted 
with  the  condition  of  the  study  in  the  schools,  and  the  Board  has 
been  waiting  for  two  years  or  more  for  the  Committee  on  Drawing  — 
it  being  known  they  were  investigating  the  subject  —  to  submit  the 
results  of  their  investigations. 

The  two  reports  that  came  from  the  Committee  on  Drawing  were 
very  different  in  character;  the  majority  simply  reported  the  outlines 
of  a  course  of  study,  with  no  statement  of  its  aim  or  purpose,  or  of 
the  principles  or  methods  embodied  in  it.  It  did  not  contain  any  in- 
formation as  to  the  needs  of  the  schools  it  was  intended  to  meet,  and 
it  was  accompanied  with  an  order  for  power  to  give  it  indefinite  am- 
plification. The  minority  report,  on  the  other  hand,  gave  full  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  needs  of  the  schools,  indicated  what  the 
various  demands  upon  the  instruction  in  drawing  were,  and  showed 
that  its  course  of  study  was  the  outgrowth  of  extended  inquiries  pur- 
sued by  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  best  information 
on  this  subject  in  behalf  of  the  schools. 
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The  majority  report  was  signed  by  four  members  of  the  commit- 
tee and  the  minority  report  by  the  chairman  alone.  As  soon  as  these 
reports  came  in  to  this  committee  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Drawing  manifested  an  earnest  desire  to  get  immediate  action  in 
favor  of  their  course  of  study,  with  the  order  accompanying  it  giving 
them  power  to  indefinitely  amplify  their  course,  although  the  nature 
of  this  amplification  had  never  been  considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Drawing. 

The  minority,  on  the  other  hand,  opposed  precipitate  action,  and 
desired  that  both  reports  should  be  carefully  considered  in  the  light 
of  expert  testimony  and  of  all  the  interests  involved. 

As  soon  as  the  reports  were  printed,  public  interest  began  to  be 
shown  in  the  matter,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  this  committee  a 
communication  was  presented  from  Mr.  E.  D.  Mead  and  Gen.  F.  A. 
Walker  asking  for  delay  until  some  of  the  citizens  specially  inter- 
ested could  be  heard;  and  at  a  later  meeting  a  petition  was  presented 
from  a  number  of  citizens  asking  for  a  hearing.  In  response  to  this 
request  a  public  hearing  was  given  on  December  18,  but  as  only 
three  days'  notice  of  it  was  given,  the  persons  most  active  in  having 
it  called  were  unable  to  be  present;  no  adequate  opportunity  there- 
fore has  been  given  to  get  public  opinion  in  the  matter.  Notwith- 
standing this  fact,  and  also  the  brief  period  in  which  the  subject  has 
been  before  the  committee,  much  information  and  testimony  have 
come  to  this  committee  in  regard  to  the  respective  courses  of  study, 
which  may  be  summed  up  as  follows  : 

First,  in  regard  to  the  majority  course.  This  course  rests  its 
claims  for  consideration  on  the  fact  that  it  represents  the  views  of 
the  Director  of  Drawing  and  the  four  members  of  the  committee 
who  sign  it.  It  is  in  evidence  that  the  Committee  on  Drawing  has 
been  making  extended  inquiries  of  Normal  Art  Schools,  Technical 
Institutions,  Manual  Training  Schools,  and  Directors  of  Drawing,  as 
well  as  of  the  masters  of  our  own  schools;  but  no  evidence  has  been 
submitted  that  the  majority  have  in  any  way  availed  themselves  of 
the  results  of  these  inquiries.  Further,  the  majority  have  submitted 
no  evidence  or  testimony  from  experts  in  favor  of  their  course;  in 
fact,  all  the  testimony  that  has  come  to  this  committee  from  experts 
is  strongly  condemnatory  of  the  majority  course.  The  majority  of 
the  Committee  on  Drawing  are  aware  of  the  evidence  against  their 
course,  but  they  have  in  no  way  been  able  to  invalidate  its  character. 
In  view  of  the  long  time  the  Committee  on  Drawing  have  had  this 
subject  under  consideration,  as  well  as  the  important  interests  in- 
volved, it  is  a  singular  fact  that  the  majority  have  not  brought 
forward  a  single  educational  authority  in  favor  of  their  recommen- 
dation. 
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Second,  in  regard  to  the  minority  course.  Ample  evidence  is  sub- 
mitted in  the  minority  report  that  the  minority  course  of  study  is  the 
outcome  of  the  extended  inquiries  of  the  Committee  on  Drawing 
already  referred  to,  and  that  its  foundational  features  have  been 
derived  from  the  ripe  professional  knowledge  and  broad  practical 
experience  embodied  in  the  replies  to  these  inquiries. 

These  foundational  features  are  distinctly  stated  thus  : 

1st.  The  recognition  of  Kindergarten  principles  and  methods  in 
the  instruction. 

2d.  The  recognition  of  the  reciprocal  relations  that  should  exist 
between  the  general  instruction  in  Drawing  and  the  instruction  in 
Manual  Training. 

3d.  The  presentation  of  Drawing  in  such  a  way  that  it  may  be 
utilized  as  a  means  of  graphic  expression  in  other  studies. 

4th.     The  presentation  of  Drawing  as  a  means  of  aesthetic  culture. 

It  is  impossible  to  read  the  minority  report  without  being  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  a  sincere  and  earnest  effort  has  been  made 
to  get  a  course  of  study  in  Drawing  for  our  schools  that  should  be 
worthy  of  a  city  that  began  the  movement  for  Art  Education  over 
twenty  years  ago,  and  that  ought  to  stand  as  a  leader  in  the  move- 
ment now. 

From  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Drawing  and  through  the 
hearings  quite  an  amount  of  expert  opinion  has  been  given  to  this  com- 
mittee from  kindergartners,  teachers,  manual-training  instructors,  di- 
rectors of  drawing,  and  school  superintendents,  and  it  is  all  in  favor 
of  the  minority  course. 

It  is  one  of  the  singular  facts  in  regard  to  these  two  reports  that 
while  no  evidence  or  testimony  whatever  has  been  produced  in  favor 
of  the  majority  course,  no  evidence  or  testimony  whatever  has  been 
submitted  against  the  minority  course. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  the  undersigned  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  following  order  for  the  adoption  of  a  course  of  study  in  Draw- 
ing: 

Ordered,  That  the  course  of  study  in  drawing  submitted  by  the 
minority  of  the  Committee  on  Drawing  be  adopted.

We  understand  that  a  report  is   to  be  presented  to  the  School  drawing  in  pub- 
Board   this    evening  from  the  Committee   on  Examinations,  recom-  lic  schools, 
mending  that  the  Course  of  Study  in  Drawing  recently  reported  to 
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the  Board  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Drawing  be  adopted 
for  the  Boston  Schools. 

As  the  adoption  of  this  course  would  tie  our  schools  up  to  its 
principles  and  methods  for  many  years  to  come,  we  beg  to  present 
the  following,  among  many  reasons,  against  its  adoption: 

First.  Because  it  presents  a  dry  mechanical  method  of  work 
which  will  be  destructive  of  the  child's  interest  in  the  study  of 
models  and  objects,  and  thereby  to  the  extension  of  the  Kindergarten 
influence  so  desirable  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  grades. 

Second.  Because  it  does  not  recognize  the  educational  value  of 
drawing  as  one  of  the  great  means  of  expression  natural  to  children, 
and  therefore  does  not  present  it  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  be  used  as 
a  means  of  graphic  expression  in  the  general  school  work. 

Third.  Because  it  does  not  present  the  subject  of  drawing  in  its 
relation  to  industrial  education  in  any  way  adequate  to  the  needs  of 
the  schools  in  view  of  the  establishment  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School. 

Fourth.  Because  it  fails  to  recognize  that  the  development  of  the 
child's  higher  nature  through  the  study  and  creation  of  the  beautiful 
in  the  modelling,  drawing,  and  making  should  be  an  essential  part  of 
his  practical  education. 

In  a  word,  the  course  presents  an  obsolete  system  of  instruction 
and  one  in  no  way  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  schools  at  the  present 
time. 

We   therefore    respectfully  protest  against  the   adoption  of   this 

course  for  the  Boston  schools.

Mr.  Winship  presented  the  following  minority  report 

of  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  signed  by  himself, 

and  moved  that  the  whole  matter  be  recommitted  to  the 

Committee  on  Drawing : 

I  deeply  regret  that  I  cannot  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Examinations  in  their  report.  I  feel  that  this  subject  is 
one  of  great  importance  and  should  not  be  carelessly  handled.     I  am 
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of  the  opinion  that  neither  of  the  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Drawing  should  be  adopted,  but  am  content  to  have  them  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Drawing  with  instructions. 

In  all  the  criticisms  on  the  reports  —  written,  printed,  or  publicly 
expressed  —  there  was  praise  for  the  minority  report  in  its  well-robed 
and  good-outlined  form ;  this  was  compared  unjustly  with  the  dis- 
mantled skeleton  of  the  majority  report  in  its  angular,  inexpressive, 
lifeless  condition.  Now  comes  the  amplified  report,  well-robed  and 
rounded  into  life,  but  lacking  in  color. 

Of  the  two  present  reports,  I  lean  towards  that  of  the  minority  as 
superior  in  some  respect;  but  neither  come  up  to  my  ideal.  The 
majority  report  reminds  me  of  my  boyhood,  when  my  instructors 
tried  to  impress  me  with  the  full  text  of  Andrews'  and  Stoddard's 
Latin  grammar.  I  remember  but  two  pleasant  experiences  in  the 
study  :  one  was  when  I  had  mastered  a  number  of  Latin  expletives  to 
fling  at  the  Latin  grammar,  and  the  other  when  I  had  translated  into 
good  English  the  fact  that  "  Joseph  had  a  coat  of  many  colors." 

Had  I  the  power,  I  would,  have  pupils  commence  with  a  Latin 
primer  and  translate  the  first  day,  using  the  grammar  and  lexicon 
only  as  reference-books  under  the  direction  of  excellent  teachers. 

So  would  I  have  drawing  taught.  Banish  the  course  of  study  in 
drawing-books,  and  in  its  stead,  with  simply  a  piece  of  plain  paper 
and  pencil,  under  the  direction  of  masters  in  the  art,  draw  principally 
from  objects,  and  so  continue  introducing  colors  in  due  time. 

Mr.  Dutton,  of  Brookline,  has  declared  that  the  majority  course  of 
study  may  be  pedagogically  correct.  The  trouble  is  that  it  is  too 
theoretically  pedagogical. 

I  believe  in  object  teaching,  and  am  greatly  in  favor  of  teaching 
in  our  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  freehand  drawing,  so  far  as 
practicable,  from  objects,  and  confine  mechanical  drawing  to  the 
sixth,  and  if  necessary  the  fifth,  classes  of  our  Grammar  Schools. 

There  are  perhaps  half  of  our  schools  in  which  drawing  is  satis- 
factorily conducted,  and  novel  features  in  designs  and  color-work 
introduced,  and  I  do  not  care  to  disturb  any  great  good  that  may 
result  from  their  modes  of  teaching ;  but  in  the  other  half  of  our 
schools  there  is  great  need  of  an  instructor,  and  Mr.  Hitchings  will 
have  all  he  can  do  to  bring  them  to  the  front.  Mr.  Hitchings  has 
been  represented  to  me,  by  gentlemen  for  whom  I  have  the  highest 
regard,  as  a  man  of  great  ability  in  his  profession  and  a  thoroughly 
conscientious  man.  Therefore  I  hope,  by  reference  of  the  reports  to 
the  Committee  on  Drawing,  he  may  accomplish  much  good  in  our 
schools. 

I  was  interested  in  a  colored  drawing  of  three  maple  leaves  on  a 
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blackboard  in  one  of  our  Primary  Schools,  and  learned  from  the 
teacher  that  a  child  brought  three  brilliantly  colored  leaves  to  school 
and  was  permitted  to  trace  them  on  the  blackboard  and  then  color 
them  with  crayons.  I  believe  the  result  upon  the  child's  mind  was  a 
revelation  which  he  will  never  forget.  Such  a  crude  beginning  de- 
velops a  love  for  the  beautiful,  until  through  inspiration  such  a  child 
may  ultimately  see  beautiful  forms  in  a  block  of  marble.  Drawing 
from  objects  impresses  the  pupil  with  something  real.  It  gives  life 
and  zest  to  the  mind  which  no  copied  picture  can.  Departmental 
teaching  will  speedily  be  adopted  in  all  our  schools,  and  when  fully 
established  we  shall  have  teachers  thoroughly  conversant  in  at  least 
every  Grammar  School,  and  then  in  place  of  a  Director  of  Drawing 
we  may  have  lectures  by  eminent  artists  as  instructors  to  our  masters 
and  drawing  teachers. 

I  should  prefer  to  refer  the  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Drawing 
with  the  following  instructions  : 

1st.  Not  to  interfere  with  such  schools  as  have  branched  out  for 
themselves,  except  to  keep  them  within  certain  necessary  rules. 

2d.  Have  the  Director  of  Drawing  attend  particularly  to  the 
schools  that  are  now  doing  but  little,  and  bring  up  the  other  lagging 
ones  in  his  own  best  way. 

3d.  That  the  committee  consider  more  particularly  the  modern 
methods  of  the  study  of  drawing;  that  is,  give  greater  attention  to 
freehand  drawing  from  objects,  and  particularly  consider  the  subject 
of  color  drawing. 

4th.  Consider  the  advisability  of  confining  mechanical  drawing 
to  the  upper  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

5th.  Prepare  a  course  of  study  that  may  be  adopted  in  time  for 
the  schools  at  the  commencement  of  the  term  in  September  next. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to. declare  that  I  am  fully  in  favor  of  refer- 
ring the  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Drawing,  but  I  am  not  in  favor 
of  adopting  either  report;  therefore  I  present  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  majority  and  minority  reports  be  referred  back 
to  the  Committee  on  Drawing  for  their  further  consideration  and 
action.

requested  to  give  his  opinion  upon  the  matter  before  the 
Board. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  in  his  opinion  early  and  definite 
action  was  greatly  needed,  even  though  that  action  should  be  nothing 
more   than  the    adoption  of  a  temporary  measure   under  which  the 
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schools  could  work  until  the  greater  questions  involved  in  the  pend- 
ing controversy  could  be  settled  permanently.  He  hoped  the  investi- 
gation now  no  more  than  begun  would  go  on  to  the  end. 

The  drawing-books  formerly  in  use  had  been  thrown  out  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  and  the  schools  had  been  left  since  that  time  with 
nothing  to  guide  their  daily  work.  The  effect  of  this  neglect  had 
been  good  in  some  schools,  in  others  bad.  In  a  third  part,  possibly 
in  a  half  of  the  schools,  the  work  in  drawing  had  been  going  on  with 
results  more  satisfactory  than  ever  before,  because  the  abler  teachers 
of  drawing  in  those  schools,  relieved  from  the  incubus  of  drawing 
text-books,  had  been  free  to  develop  their  own  plans  of  work.  But 
in  the  other  half  or  two-thirds  of  the  schools  the  teachers,  not  con- 
fident of  their  own  ability  to  make  satisfactory  plans  of  work,  had 
been  waiting  for  instructions.  A  bare  outline  course  of  study  or  a 
statement  in  general  terms  of  the  nature  and  purpose  of  each  year's 
work  was  not  enough.  Detailed  specific  instructions  were  necessary 
to  guide  the  daily  work.  There  were  two  ways  of  conveying  sucli 
instructions, —  one  by  putting  a  graded  series  of  drawing  text-books 
into  the  schools,  the  other  by  printing  a  code  of  instructions  for  the 
teachers'  use,  the  pupils  to  be  supplied  with  blank  paper  only.  He 
favored  the  second  way,  and  believed  the  "  amplified  course  of 
study  "  referred  to  in  the  majority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Draw- 
ing to  be  such  a  code  of  instructions  as  the  teachers  greatly  needed  — 
particularly  those  who  had  been  described  as  waiting  for  orders. 

For  years  he  had  been  of  the  opinion  that  our  school  work  in 
drawing  should  be  much  more  largely  from  models  and  objects,  and 
much  less  from  the  flat;  that  it  should  be  in  much  larger  measure 
freehand  drawing;  and  that  it  would  gain  much  in  freedom,  spon- 
taneity, and  vigor  if  it  were  emancipated  from  the  automatic  control 
of  text-books  and  placed  under  the  active  direction  of  a  director. 

He  suggested  that  additional  experts  be  appointed  to  teach  the 
teachers  how  to  teach  drawing. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  upon  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Winship  to  recommit  the  whole  matter  to 
the  Committee  on  Drawing.

In  retiring  from  the  duties  of  this  Board,  to  which  for  five  years  I 
have  devoted  a  considerable  portion  of  my  time  and  energy,  it  seems 
not  inappropriate  for  me  to  make  a  brief  report  to  my  colleagues  on 
the  state  of  business  in  the  committees  o^er  which  I  have  had  the 
honor  to  preside ;  and  I  should  like  also  to  suggest  a  few  subjects  of 
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public-school  policy,  which  have  especially  interested  me,  in  the 
hope  that  they  may  receive  the  consideration  of  the  proper  commit- 
tees of  the   next   School    Board. 

The  time  of  the  Text-Book  Committee,  during  the  earlier  years  of 
my  connection  with  it,  was  largely  engrossed  in  dealing  with  the 
unhappy  controversies  over  the  teaching  of  history.  Later,  a  joint 
committee,  embracing  the  members  of  the  Committees  on  Text- 
Books  and  High  Schools,  gave  the  subject  prolonged  study;  and  the 
result  was  a  plan  which  commended  itself  alike  to  supervisors  and 
progressive  teachers  and  to  all  liberal-minded  citizens.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  joint  committee  received  the  approval  of  the 
School  Board,  with  but  one  dissenting  vote.  I  am  glad  to  report, 
that,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  methods  of  historical  instruc- 
tion, approved  and  adopted  by  the  Board  in  1891,  have  proved  satis- 
factory. The  most  profitable  pursuit  of  these  methods,  however, 
necessitates  as  large  an  amount  of  collateral  reading  as  the  time  of. 
the  pupils  will  permit.  To  this  end  the  Committee  on  Text-Books 
has  secured  for  several  years  past  an  annual  appropriation  of  two 
or  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  reference-books  and 
standard  histories  for  the  working  libraries  of  the  several  High 
Schools.  The  committee  hopes  that  interest  will  not  wane  in  this 
matter,  and  that  a  suitable  appropriation  will  be  made  each  year,  to 
the  end  that  excellent  libraries  may  be  built  up  in  all  our  High 
Schools. 

The  revision  of  the  courses  of  study  in  all  the  grades  of  our 
schools,  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  in  June,  1891,  necessi- 
tated numerous  changes  in  the  authorized  list  of  text-books ;  and  to 
distribute  the  expense  involved  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  our  appropriations,  the  required  changes  were  spread  over  two 
years.  As  far  as  I  can  judge,  all  necessary  changes  have  been  made 
to  suit  the  new  courses  of  study,  and  I  can  foresee  no  necessity  for 
large  expenditures  for  text-books  for  some  time  to  come,  except  in 
the  replacing  of  worn-out  books.  If  this  proves  to  be  the  case,  I 
hope  that  the  successors  of  the  present  Text-Book  Committee  will 
be  able  to  do  more  than  has  been  possible  in  the  last  two  years  in 
developing  the  present  plan  for  providing  supplementary  reading 
in  our  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools.  So  large  a  proportion  of 
our  pupils  leave  school  at  the  close  of  the  Grammar  grades,  it  is 
highly  important  that  our  Grammar  School  libraries  should  be  well 
provided  with  good  books.  If  a  love  of  good  reading  is  acquired 
during  the  Grammar  School  years,  it  is  likely  to  endure  in  after  life. 
Last  spring  the  Text-Book  Committee  made  an  earnest  effort  to 
improve  our  instruction  in  penmanship,  and  sought  to  introduce  some 
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new  material ;  but  the  combined  efforts  of  rival  publishing-houses 
established  an  insuperable  stumbling-block,  and  the  plans  of  the 
Committees  on  Examinations  and  Text-Books  came  to  nought.  I 
hope  that  some  future  committee  may  be  more  successful. 

Two  years  ago  the  Text-Book  Committee  adopted  a  new  method 
of  procedure.  Instead  of  admitting  to  the  meetings  of  the  committee 
the  agents  of  the  publishing  houses,  the  Chairman  took  upon  himself 
the  duty  of  meeting  the  agents,  and  spent  sometimes  weary  hours  in 
doing  so;  but  in  this  way  the  time  of  the  committee  was  saved,  and 
at  the  meetings  the  members  were  able  to  devote  themselves  unin- 
terruptedly to  work.  I  think  that  the  publishers  have  believed  that 
their  books  were  carefully  examined  and  that  no  favoritism  has  been 
shown.  The  agents  have  been  assured  that  they  would  be 
patiently  heard  'by  the  Chairman,  and  that  their  books  would  be 
faithfully  considered  by  the  committee;  but  they  have  been  given  to 
understand  that  when  the  committee  had  made  its  decision  and  had 
sent  its  report  to  the  Board,  they  were  to  use  no  efforts  to  thwart  the 
will  of  the  committee.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  as  a  rule  the  pub- 
lishing houses  have  followed  the  wishes  of  the  committee  in  this  re- 
spect, and  that  I  have  almost  always  found  their  agents  courteous, 
considerate,  and  not  unduly  persistent;  but  instances  are  not  entirely 
wanting  in  which  rival  houses  have  not  only  defeated  the  plans  of 
the  committee,  but  have  fought  each  other,  like  the  Kilkenny  cats, 
to  mutual  extermination.  The  committee  has  found  it  profitable  to 
afford  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  opportunity  to  present  their 
formal  recommendations ;  and  it  has  also  received  material  aid  from 
the  masters  of  the  Latin,  High,  and  Grammar  Schools ;  in  other 
words,  the  committee  has  approached  its  work  from  the  point  of  view 
of  those  who  are  to  use  the  books,  rather  than  from  that  of  those 
who  wish  to  sell  them.       -  • 

The  Committee  on  High  Schools  has  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time 
in  the  last  two  years  to  the  r  gulation  of  military  drill.  Whatever 
may  have  been  said  of  the  drill  itself,  it  was  evident  to  the  committee 
that  there  was  a  painful  lack  of  military  discipline.  This  was  not  so 
much  the  fault  of  the  boys  as  of  those  in  authority  over  them.  There 
was  a  too  prevalent  belief  that  "boys  will  be  boys"  under  all  cir- 
cumstances ;  but  the  committee  took  the  ground  that  when  boys  put 
on  the  uniform  of  the  Boston  School  Regiment,  they  were  to  comport 
themselves  as  men  and  gentlemen,  and  that  each  boy  in  uniform  had 
the  honor  and  good  name  of  the  whole  regiment  in  his  keeping. 

It  was  found,  too,  that  dancing  parties  and  other  social  occasions, 
which  many  boys  were  in  the  habit  of  attending  in  uniform,  both  in 
Boston  and  in  suburban  towns,  were  distracting  the  attention  of  the 
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boys,  and  incidentally  also  of  the  girls,  from  the  serious  and  legitimate 
pursuits  of  school  life.  To  correct  this  and  other  evils  the  committee 
prepared  and  distributed  to  every  boy  in  the  regiment  a  code  of  regu- 
lations, or  standing  orders,  intended  to  regulate  his  conduct  on  all 
military  or  quasi-military  occasions.  The  principle  was  laid  down 
that  "  whenever  and  wherever  in  public  a  member  of  the  regiment  is 
in  uniform,  he  is  amenable  to  the  authority  of  the  School  Committee 
and  of  his  teachers ;  "  and  that  "  any  breach  of  discipline,  or  conduct 
unbecoming  a  gentleman  and  a  soldier,  on  the  part  of  members  of 
the  regiment  while  wearing  its  uniform,  will  subject  the  offenders  to 
the  penalties  of  misconduct,  whether  or  not  the  offences  be  committed 
within  school  hours."  It  was  further  ordered  that  uniforms  should 
be  worn  in  public  only  at  authorized  drills  and  parades,  and  at  such 
social  occasions  as  were  authorized  by  the  committee.  It  was  also 
voted  that  the  committee  would  give  no  permissions  to  wear  the  uni- 
form outside  the  limits  of  the  city,  that  is,  beyond  its  own  jurisdic- 
tion. Realizing,  however,  that  dancing  parties  and  prize  drills  have 
an  educational  and  disciplinary  value,  when  properly  directed  and 
supervised,  and  that  they  afford  not  only  healthy  amusement  but  a 
training  in  good  manners,  the  committee  voted  to  allow  each  High 
School  to  have  each  year  two  social  occasions,  preferably  on  Satur- 
day afternoons  or  Friday  evenings  ;  and  the  boys  of  each  school  were 
permitted  to  attend  the  social  functions  of  the  other  High  Schools  in 
uniform.  The  following  conditions  were  made,  however :  That  a 
teacher  of  the  school  should  be  present  throughout  the  affair ;  that 
dancing  should  cease  at  a  reasonable  hour;  and  that  matrons  should 
be  in  attendance.  Further,  the  teacher  in  charge  should  have  au- 
thority over  all  the  boys  present,  whether  they  belonged  to  his  own 
school  or  not;  and  this  teacher  was  required  to  make  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  day  following  these  social  occasions,  as  well  as  after  prize 
drills  and  parades,  a  written  report  on  the  deportment  of  the  boys, 
bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  committee  any  cases  of  serious  breach 
of  discipline.  The  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  boys  that  this  report 
was  required,  and  the  further  knowledge  that  a  censure  from  the 
committee  would  deprive  a  boy  of  his  military  diploma,  have  proved 
a  powerful  incentive  to  gentlemanly  behavior. 

Regulations  were  also  prepared  governing  the  annual  parade  and 
the  battalion  prize  drills,  and  the  conduct  of  the  boys  in  going  to  and 
from  the  same;  and  the  committee  is  glad  to  report  that  these  func- 
tions, which  were  once  marred  with  disorder  and  unmilitary  conduct, 
took  place  last  May  with  almost  perfect  order  and  discipline,  and 
proved  that  it  was  possible  for  the  Boston  School  Regiment  to  mobil- 
ize for  competitive  drill  or  parade  and  show  themselves  to  be  not 
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rude  boys,  but  well-disciplined  and  well-behaved  young  gentlemen. 
It  is  my  duty  to  remind  the  next  High  School  Committee,  however, 
that  the  school  regiment  changes  every  year;  and  while  the  retiring 
committee  hopes  that  good  discipline  will  become  a  tradition  in  the 
Boston  regiment,  it  is  probable  that  patient  supervision  and  a  strong 
hand  will  be  necessary  for  some  years  to  come,  if  the  regiment  is  to 
maintain  its  present  high  state  of  discipline. 

The  chairman  of  the  High  School  Committee  has  recently  made  a 
careful  inspection  of  every  company  in  the  school  regiment,  and  he 
was  greatly  pleased  with  the  general  appearance  of  the  boys.  A 
portion  of  every  drill  hour  is  now  devoted  to  what  is  known  as  set- 
ting-up drill;  and,  furthermore,  the  High  Schools  are  now  receiving 
the  benefit  of  the  required  gymnastics  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 
Boys  are  now  coming  to  the  High  Schools  in  far  better  physical  con- 
dition, and  it  may  truthfully  be  said  that  the  physique  and  bearing  of 
the  High  School  boy  of  to-day  are  far  superior  to  these  qualities  as 
observed  a  few  years  ago.  The  committee  has  had  in  mind,  and 
wishes  to  commend  to  the  attention  of  its  successors,  a  plan  for  in- 
stituting, at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  a  careful  physical  ex- 
amination of  the  High  School  boys,  with  the  object  of  separating  from 
the  well-developed  boys  those  whose  weight  and  height  do  not  corre- 
spond, and  whose  physical  development  is  in  any  way  defective.  It 
would  be  a  wise  step  to  place  this  latter  class  of  boys  in  special  train- 
ing, giving  them  setting-up  exercises  and  marching-drill  without 
guns,  until  such  time  as  it  seemed  prudent  to  subject  them  to  the 
routine  of  military  drill. 

Of  the  two  Latin  Schools  nothing  especial  need  be  said ;  they  are 
doing  their  work  satisfactorily  to  the  committee,  and  with  their  usual 
high  standard  of  excellence.  Of  the  eight  High  Schools,  while  some 
excel  others,  each  is  living  up  to  its  own  standards.  The  committee 
has  devoted  much  attention  to  the  corps  of  teachers ;  many  weak 
places  have  been  strengthened,  and  while  some  unsatisfactory 
teachers  remain,  it  may  be  said  that  on  the  whole  our  High  Schools 
are  in  a  satisfactory  progressive  condition. 

About  a  year  ago  the  committee  reached  the  conclusion  that  some 
of  our  High  School  buildings  were  being  unduly  used  for  social  pur- 
poses, and  that  more  or  less  damage  was  resulting  from  the  careless 
serving  of  refreshments  in  school  buildings.  The  committee  there- 
fore voted,  after  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  School  Houses, 
that  it  would  allow  each  High  School  to  give  two  social  occasions  only 
in  any  school  year;  that  it  would  allow  alumni  associations  to  use 
High  School  halls  but  once  each  year;  that  no  permissions  would  be 
granted  to  serve  refreshments  in  any  school  building,  except  in  such 
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schools  as  have  a  regularly  appointed  accommodation  for  this  pur- 
pose in  the  school-house  basement.  The  Boys'  Latin  and  English 
High  School  building  has  always  been  in  demand  as  a  meeting-place 
for  various  educational  societies,  in  which  our  own  teachers  are 
members.  The  committee  has  been  willing  to  give  the  use  of  this 
building  for  educational  meetings;  but  it  has  held  that  if  it  was  de- 
sired to  add  a  social  element  and  serve  refreshments,  the  basement 
rooms  should  be  used  instead  of  the  school-rooms,  corridors,  drill- 
hall,  or  gymnasium.  The  various  parties  interested  have  been  held 
without  exception  to  the  observance  of  these  regulations ;  and  the 
retiring  committee  hopes  that  its  successors  will  see  the  wisdom  of 
continuing  the  present  regulations,  which  inflict  no  hardship  and 
which  do  much  to  protect  public-school  property. 

Of  the  condition  of  the  four  Grammar  Schools  constituting  the 
Fourth  Division  nothing  especial  needs  to  be  said.  The  committee 
would  like,  however,  to  point  out  that  the  Brimmer  School  is  in 
grievous  need  of  repairs  and  new  furniture ;  and  that  the  Prince 
School  needs  an  addition  to  its  building  whereby  its  hall  may  be 
enlarged  and  accommodations  furnished  for  a  cooking  school  and 
for  manual  training.  Personally  I  think  that  Ward  11,  which  pays 
such  a  large  proportional  tax,  is  justly  entitled  to  this  outlay  for  its 
children.  Sooner  or  later  the  Winthrop  School  property  must  be 
sold  and  a  new  building  erected  elsewhere. 

I  have  been  but  recently  appointed  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts, 
and  I  am  only  slightly  familiar  with  its  duties ;  but  for  some  time  the 
belief  has  grown  upon  me  that  the  service  of  many  of  our  school 
janitors  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  I  would  suggest  for 
the  future  consideration  of  the  proper  committee  that  an  inspector 
of  janitors  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  oversee  this  de- 
partment of  the  public  service,  to  make  irregular  and  unexpected 
visits  to  all  school  buildings,  to  report  weekly  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  to  assist  the  Committee  on  Accounts  in  administering 
this  department  of  its  work.  It  would  also  seem  to  me  more  ap- 
propriate for  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  to  have  charge  of  the 
care,  as  well  as  of  the  repair,  of  our  school  buildings. 

It  is  required  by  our  regulations  that  the  parents  of  non-resident 
pupils  who  attend  our  schools  shall  pay  the  pro  rata  expense  of 
school  privileges.  When  a  parent  honestly  declares  the  fact  of  his 
non-residence,  it  is  duly  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  and 
the  legal  charge  is  made  in  accordance  with  our  rules.  But  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  in  our  higher  grades  of  schools  this  charge  is 
not  infrequently  evaded  by  claiming  a  residence  in  Boston,  while  the 
legal  settlement  is  elsewhere.    Like  other  large  cities,  Boston  is  often 
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called  upon  to  dispense  charity  to  those  whose  legal  settlement  is 
elsewhere;  but  it  seems  hardly  just  that  she  should  give  gratuitous 
school  privileges  to  the  citizens  of  other  States  and  towns.  I  would 
suggest  to  the  next  Committee  on  Accounts  to  direct  the  principals 
of  the  Normal,  Latin,  High,  and  Grammar  Schools  to  scrutinize  with 
greater  care  their  lists  of  pupils,  and  to  report  to  the  committee  each 
pupil  whose  parent's  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Boston  directory, 
and  who  is  found  by  the  truant  officer  to  be  simply  boarding,  or  liv- 
ing temporarily,  in  Boston  for  the  sake  of  school  privileges  to  which 
he  is  not  legally  entitled. 

There  is  one  matter  which  I  should  like  to  suggest  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  next  committee  on  the  school  festival.  I  disbelieve 
myself  in  continuing  the  custom  of  holding  this  festival.  I  believe 
that  the  money  thus  expended  could  be  more  profitably  used  for  other 
school  purposes.  But  if  the  festival  is  to  be  given  the  children,  I 
think  that  much  better  order  should  be  kept  than  has  been  obtained 
the  last  few  years.  Other  members  of  the  committee,  as  well  as  I, 
have  observed  many  instances  of  rudeness,  of  inopportune  and  un- 
mannerly applause,  and  of  concerted  school  cries.  Disorder  is  con- 
tagious in  large  assemblages  of  children.  There  is  no  question  that 
good  order  can  be  maintained,  if  the  proper  authority  takes  the  nec- 
essary trouble.  If  each  Grammar  master  is  held  strictly  responsible 
for  the  conduct  of  his  own  children,  if  a  competent  marshal  is  put 
in  charge,  and  if  a  little  school-regiment  discipline  is  infused  into  the 
festival,  there  will  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  result. 

I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  recent  efforts  that  have 
been  made  by  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  Board,  to  improve  our  school  quarantine  regulations, 
and  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Health  the  sole  authority 
to  issue  certificates  of  successful  vaccination,  and  to  determine 
when  children  may  return  to  school  after  contagious  disease  or 
after  exposure  to  the  same.  I  trust  the  City  Council  will  provide 
the  necessary  means  to  enable  the  Board  of  Health  to  assume  this 
new  duty;  and,  if  the  means  are  provided,  I  hope  this  Board  will 
lose  no  time  in  making  the  necessary  changes  in  our  rules.  I  am 
confident  that,  under  the  successful  working  of  the  proposed  plan, 
not  only  will  many  children  be  allowed  to  attend  school  who  are 
now  sometimes  unnecessarily  excluded,  but  a  long  step  forward  will 
be  taken  in  protecting  the  health  of  our  children  and  in  diminishing 
the  amount  of  contagious  disease. 

There  is  one  other  matter  in  which  I  heartily  desire  to  invoke  the 
interest  of  the  new  School  Committee;  namely,  the  proper  and 
hygienic   seating   of  our  pupils.     It  is  quite   as   important  for   the 
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growing  child  to  have  his  seat  and  desk  fitted  to  him  as  it  is  to 
have  his  shoes  and  clothing  fitted;  and  it  is  painful  to  every  student 
of  child-life  to  see  boys  and  girls  of  varying  ages  and  heights,  but 
yet  necessarily  placed  in  the  same  class,  provided  with  seats  and 
desks  of  essentially  the  same  size.  Every  school-room  should  have 
at  least  two  rows  of  adjustable  furniture,  and  teachers  should  be  in- 
structed so  as  to  be  enabled  to  place  their  pupils  in  accordance  with 
individual  requirements  and  well-established  rules.  Dr.  Hartwell, 
our  able  director  of  physical  training,  has  made  an  extended  study 
of  this  subject,  and  is  amply  competent  to  advise  the  School  Board 
in  this  important  matter.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  means  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  have  been  insufficient  in 
the  last  two  years  to  make  the  requisite  changes  in  our  school  fur- 
niture ;  but  I  earnestly  hope  that  this  subject  will  not  be  forgotten, 
and  that  it  will  receive  as  soon  as  possible  the  consideration  it  de- 
serves. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  but  express  the  wish  that  I  might  transmit  to 
the  new  members  of  the  next  School  Committee  whatever  experi- 
ence and  knowledge  of  the  schools  and  their  needs  that  I  may  have 
acquired  during  the  past  five  years;  but  as  this  is  manifestly  impos- 
sible, I  must  be  content  in  extending  to  them,  and  to  those  of  the 
present  Board  who  remain,  my  best  wishes  for  their  success  in 
administering  the  great  public  trust  which  has  been  committed  to 
their  care.  I  thank  my  colleagues  for  their  kind  and  courteous  at- 
tention.
